Those within 
then began desperate attempts to 
squeeze through the barrow openings 
thus afforded Two passengers had 
succeeded in escaping when the joist 
broke under the weight of the car and 
the heavy vehicle fell back to the 
ground, pinioning two persons beneath 
its weight and killing them instantly. 

The rescuers again raised the car 
from the ground and by building a 
pile of heavy stones kept it in posi 
tion. James Brown, who lived nearby, 
then went underneath the car and 
dragged two bodies ont. Those of the 
passengers who were able to assist in 
the rescue work joined forces with per 
sons living in the neighborhood and 
soon a grim row of nine dead, six men 
and three women, was in the grass be 
side the highway. 

In the meantime physicians and am 
bulances had been summoned from 
Providence and Riverside. The home 
of Seth Wood was turned into a tempo 
rary hospital, and the victims of the 
wreck went or were carried into the 
dwelling. Shortly after the arrival of 
the doctors from Rhode Island hospital 
end St. Joseph hospital those super 
ficially injured were set apart and the 
more seriously burt were placed upon 
a special car and brought to Rhode 
Island hospital in this city. Two of the 
injured, John Gavin and George Atcher- 
son, died within an hour 

The panic and loss of self-control 
which generally characterizes such dis 
asters were conspicuously absent at the 
wreck.

Vacations Are Coupons on Bonds ot | 


Industry, Says Marcus M. Marks. 

The National Association of Cloth- 
lers at its convention in Clucinnat! re- 
cently elected Marcus M. Marks of 
New York as president, says a Cincin- 


pati dispatch. Samuel Fleischman of 


New York was elected actuary. 

At the annual banquet of the assocl- 
ation held at the St. Nicholas hotel 
President Marks spoke on “Our Asso- 
elation,” and in the course of his re- 
marks expressed the view that com- 
plete absorption in business was un- 


ethical. 


“We have no right to live only to do 


business@ he said. “Business is a 
means, not an end. If a business man 
does not early cultivate a taste for the 
higher things in life he becomes so ab- 
sorbed in the game of business that 
later on he cannot be happy without it. 
After be has a competence he contin- 
ves in trade, like the squirrel going 
around the wheel, for lack of some- 
thing better to do. He cannot enjoy 
leisure, though he has fairly earned It. 


“Many an old merchant has told me 


with pride that he ‘never took a vaca- 
tion in his life.’ I could not understand 
his pride. Vacations are the coupons 
on the bonds of industry that mature 
semiannually. Cut these coupons regu- 
larly, so that they in their turn may be 
vitalized and earn Interest. 

“It may seem to some that vacations 
are a loss, an extravagance. Quite the 
contrary; they are economically a prof- 
it. As a man can in the long run do 
better work in six days than in seven, 
so he can do better work in six months 
than in seven. Some merchants have 
the conceit that they cannot be spared. 
Let them go away, and thelr vanity 
will receive a shock. They will in 
most cases discover that the machine 
will move smoothly without their pres- 
ence. If a man's idea of his indispen- 
sability Is really well founded bis busi- 
ness organization is a failure. 

“Aside with conceit! Out with greed! 
Away with soul shriveling absorption! 
Let us enjoy life reasonably while we 
bave it! We are not put on earth sim- 
ply to make money or do business! 
Our neighbor pines for our friendship; 
let us give it to him freely! The un- 
fortunate wanders hopelessly about; 
let us help to cheer him! Our govern- 
ment needs the assistance of its citi- 
zeus to conserve civic virtue. Let us 
not be ‘too busy!”

New American Consuls, 

“Consul general at large” is the title 
of the new officials of whom five have 
recently been nominated by the presi- 
dent to promote the efficiency of the 
United States consular service, to be- 
gin with the inauguration of the new 
law on July 1 next, says the Shipping 
Illustrated. The gentlemen named 
primarily to fill the offices are: Fleming 
D. Cheshire, New York; Horace Lee 
Washington, Washington; Charles M. 
Dickinson, New York; George H. Mur- 
phy, North Carolina, and Richard M. 
Bartelman, Massachusetts. The duty 
of the new officiais will be really the 
inspection of consulates, with power 
to suspend any of the consular officers 
and take charge of their offices for a 
period not to exceed ninety days. The 
salary of a consul genera! at large is 
to be $5,000 per year, with traveling 
and subsisting expenses. If they ac- 
complish ail the good that Is possible 
with the power allotted to them the 
money will have been well spent by 
the nation. 


Town to Stop Swearing. 

Over in Glassport, Pa., the authori- 
tles have commenced a campaign 
against another class of public of- 
fenders—those who use profane lan- 
guage on the streets or in public 
Places—and a novel plan-has been 
adopted, says the Washington (Pa.) 
Observer. The officers have been fur- 
nished with tablets and pencils to keep 
tab on all the swear words and pro- 
fanity they hear, and a fixed list of 
fines has been so arranged as to “make 
the punishment ft the crime.” For 
mild brands a fine of 40 cents has been 
fixed, and for stronger brands the 
ugers will bave to pay 67 cents each.

Executive Clemency Refused the 
Slever of Mabel Page 


GOVERNOR ISSUES 
LONG STATEMENT 


Made Personal Investigation In 
Addition to Listening to Pleas 
For Commutation of Sentence 
--Has Undoubting Beliet otf 
Condemned Man’s Guilt and 
Sees Nothing to Warrant In- 
terference With Judiciary 


Boston, June 8.—Chariles L. Tucker, 
convicted of the murder of Mabel Page 
at Weston in 1904, will be electrocuted 
in the state prison at Charlestown dur- 
ing the week beginning June 10. Gov- 
ernor Guild announced at a late hour 
last night that he had decided not to 
commute the sentence to one of life im- 


prisonment. 

In his statement, which is addressed: 
“To the petitioners for commutation of 
the sentence of Charlies L. Tucker,” 
Governor Guild says: 

“I have given to your petition and 
to the case of Charles L. Tucker the 
most careful consideration. I have read 
all the evidence presented in the lower 
court and the official stenographic re- 
port (2606 pages) of the proceedings in 
the superior court, together with vari- 
ous affidavits and reports submitted to 
me. I have given a lengthy hearing to 
the counsel for the prisoner aud to all 
witnesses as to the facts whom they 
chose to summon, even when the testi- 
mony offered was such as could not be 
heard in a court of justice, recogniz- 
ing that the governor, on a plea of clem- 
ency, is not bound by technical laws 
of evidence. I have personally ex- 
amined the neighborhood of the murder 
and have on foot passed, with time 
tests, over the roads and ways about 
the Page house in Weston and at about 
the hour of the day when the murder 
was committed. I have examined all 
the various exhibits in the case, and 
have wyself fitted the blade of the 
knife of Charles L. Tucker into the silt 
in the bloodstained corset of Mabel 
Page.” 

Nothing to Meet Evidence of Gullit 

After referring to the power of the 
governor in his exercise of the func- 
tious of pardon and commutation, and 
after reviewlug at length the various 
legal steps that have been taken, the 
governor says: 

“At the hearing before me at the ex- 
ecutive chamber Justices Sheldon and 
Sherman, who occupied the bench dur- 
ing the trial, were present at my invita- 
tion. They have reported as follows 
on the evidence offered: 

“‘after carefuliy considering the 
testimony to which we listened yester- 
day, we respectfully report as follows: 

“*A large part of this evidence was 
the merest hearsay and could not have 
been considered in court. Much of this 
and also of the other evidence was only 
conjectural. The comparatively small 
portion that could have any legitimate 
bearing was cumulative and not of a 
character that seemed to us to com- 
mand confidence or to warrant any ex- 
pectation that, if produced at the trial, 
it properly could have brought about 
a different result from that which was 
reached. We cannot find that there 
would now be any waterial change in 
the testimony of the medica! experts. 
We heard nothing to meet the strong 
evidence of guilt which was offered at 
the trial. 

“*Accordingly, if this were a ques- 
tion of setting aside the verdict of the 
jury, we should be unable to do so.’ 

“This important report commands 
serious consideration. 

About Stickpin and Knife 

“The attempt at the hearing before 
me to offer a literary parody as_ evi- 
Geace against the law officers of the 

mmonwealth but emphasizes their 
aitbful, fair aud intelligent services. 
No medical authority, who actually 
himself saw the wounds on the body 
of Mabel Page, has ever wavered in his 
statement that they might have been 
made by a knife of the exact measure- 
ments of that which Tucker had tried 
to destroy, but which was found in 
fragments, before he had time to dis- 
pose of them, in the side pocket of bis 
coat, In company with a stickpin sworn 
to have belonged to his victim. Men 
do not habitually carry stickpins joose 
in the side pockets of their coats. If 
this were one of the various pins that 
realy did belong to Tucker, it is ex- 
traordinary tbat it should have been 
found in such an unusual place In com- 
pany with fragments of a knife which 
he confessed he was trying to destroy, 
because they might be used to incrim!- 
mate bim.

No Grounds For Merey Pica 

“The causes usually urged for mercy 
to a convicted criminal are either ex- 
treme youth, notable public service, In- | 
tense provocation, or a previously 
blameless life. No such plea can be en- 
tered for the prisoner. Men of no great- 
er age than his have commanded 
armies. Not only is no claim of pub- 
lic service made for the prisoner, but 
he never rose or remained for any great 
jength of time in any private employ- 
ment. His babits of life seem almost 
impossible to one whose bitter duty it) 
is to resist the appeals of his clear-eyed 
brother, his sorrowing mother and his 
father. 

“I must remember that other home— 
a pure and lovely girl murdered in a 
lonely home, a father martyred by/| 
sensationalism, a devoted sister driven 
to the verge of nervous prostration, 
and a faithful working girl persecuted 
by threats of bodily harm. 


Made Independent investigation 

“Proof of the miserable habit of life 
of this unhappy young man, as dis- 
closed by incidents in connection with 
this trial, is confirmed by my own In- 
dependent investigation. The search 
warrant, prepared, though not used 
against Tucker, did not specify the 
knife used in the murder, but did spec 
ify certain goods stolen on other occa- 
sions by the prisoner which were re 
turned to thelr owners, chiefly by the 
prisoner before his arrest. 

“The same plea of having returned 
the fruits of a crime after its commis- 
sion has been publicly made to excuse 
the prisoner for an admitted forgery. 

“At the hearing before me the pris- 
oner’s counse! asserted that the prisoner 
on the day of the murder ‘committed an 
offense with Mabel Walker.’ The evi- 
dence In the lower court, later con- 
firmed by expert medical evidence, fur- 
nishes uncontested proof that the pris- 
oner was not accustomed to recognize 
even the bounds established by nature 
in the gratification of his passions. 

“A Government of Laws” 

“In common with every other re 
sponsible person in this case, sworn to 
act in accordance with his convictions, 
I am compelled to an undoubting be 
lief in his guilt. 

“Neither, therefore, on the ground 
urged that the verdict was unwarranted 
by the evidence, nor on the grounds 
usually urged, can I Interfere with the 
execution of this just sentence. Every 
citizen must sympathize and sorrow 
with this unbappy man's afflicted fam- 
fly, but of more importance than the 
life of any one citizen is the protection 
by government of the life of every citi- 
cen, is the safeguarding of woman's 
chastity in the lonely farmhouse as well 
as in the patrolled streets of the city, 
is the assurance to the people that the 
ordered action of their courts is to be 
respected, and that irresponsible agita- 
tion cannot be substituted for law and 
order in this commonwealth. 

“This melancholy chapter in our his- 
tory may not have been written in vain 
if it serves to warn the youth of our 
commonwealth, tempted by the allure- 
ments of vice to ignoble life, that the 
wages of sin Is death; if it serves to 
show that government in Massachu 
setts still stands on the rock of her own 
constitution to the end that It may be*A 
government of laws and not of men.”

BOSTON LETTER. 


Democrats Likely to Nominate 
Bartlett For Governor. 


—— 


ARE AFRAID OF JOHN B. MORAN. 


No Immunity For Testifying 
Legislators. 


The outlines are already being drawn 
for the plan of the next state campaign. 
Go far as the Republicans are con 
cerned the state ticket will be the same 
as last year. Governor Guild has 
made such a splendid record that his 
renomination will be unanimous, and 
Lieutenant Governor Draper will be 
named for second place with practical 
unanimity. 

The Democrats have also practically 
decided what their course will be in the 
fall convention. General Charles Ww. 
Bartlett of ‘Boston will probably be the 
candidate for governor. ‘The recent 
conference of Democratic leaders in 
Boston at which the general was pres- 
ent was practically the first definite step 
toward placing Mr. Bartlett at the head 
of the ticket for another campaign. 

This action was probably taken with 
a view to crystalizing Democratic 
sentiment around Mr. Bartlett before 
the friends of John B. Moran had an 
opportunity to corral any delegates in 
any of the cities and towns of the com- 
monwealth. With the Democrats John 
B. Moran is a disturbing element. The 
Democratic leaders in Boston do not 
take kindly to the idea that he might 
aspire to the Democratic nomination 
this fall. They are extremely afraid of 
him, and will endeavor to see to it that 
any effort on the part of bis friends to 
control the fall convention Is frustrated 


Men like Colonel William A. Gaston,

ald would be willing to make a tre 
mendous fight rather than see Moran 
secure a regular nomination for gov 
ernor. 

Strength of Mr. Moran 

When one takes into account the fact 
that Mr. Moran was elected district at 
torney of Suffolk county on nomina- 
tion papers against M. J. Sughrue, who 
was the regular candidate of both po- 
litical parties, it will not occasion sur 
prise that Democratic political leaders 
look upon his candidacy for governor 
with considerable concern, They are 
questioning with themselves whether 
at the present moment Mr. Moran 
could repeat the exact performance of 
last year, and if he could in Suffolk 
county, whether he would be able, were 
be so-minded, to go out and capture the 
regular Democratic nomination for 
governor this fall. 

Democrats who are willing to talk 
about it profess to believe that Mr. Mo 
ran is not nearly as strong today as he 
was last year, and that if be were to be 
a candidate this fall for re-election as 
district attorney of Suffolk couuty he 
would be sure to suffer defeat. 

However that may be, it is undoubt- 
ediy true that the Democrats of Bos- 
ton do not intend to permit Mr. Moran 
to secure the regular Democratic nomi- 
nation for governor this fall, and they 
will leave nothing undone which will 
aid in securing the nomination of candi- 
dates who are acceptable to the Demo- 
cratic machine, which Mr. Moran is not. 


Moran as an Independent 

At the present time, however, the 
general opinion seems to be that Mr. 
Moran will not be a candidate for a 
regular party nomination, but that he 
will insist upon following the same 
course pursued by him In the district 
attorney fight last year. That is to say, 
he will run on nomination papers as an 
independent candidate and seek the 
votes of the people regardiess of their 
party affillations on pledges similar to 
those which he gave a year ago in the 
district attorney campaign. ; 

As a matter of fact, friends of Mr. 
Moran state in the most positive lan- 
guage that he will begin to secure sig- 
natures to his nomination papers some 
time next month, and by this course 
cut himself off from the possibility of a 
Democratic nomination. Some of his 
friends state that he has said une- 
quivocally that under no circum- 
stances would he accept the regular 
Democratic nomination; that he be. 
lieves his strength lies In making an 
independent canvas, along the lines 
pursued in his canvas for the district 
attorneyship. 

Whether this is true or not, it may 
be taken for granted that the Boston 
Democracy would not permit his nom)- 
nation as the regular Democratic candi- 
date if there Is any possible method by 
which to prevent !t, and they believe 
they know of several. 

With a strong financial backing Mr, 
Moran would be able to make a very 
strenuous campaign for the governor- 
ship, and If he did not desire to resign 
his present position it would not be 
compulsory for him to do so, although 
many Democratic leaders regard it as 
highly desirable. 

It is said that the Democrats this falj 
will make their chief fight on securing 
the election ef as many members of 
congress as possible, with the genera} 
expectation that the Republican state 
ticket will be re-elected In any case. 

Whether this is given out with an 
idea of lulling Republicans to sleep can- 
not now be determined, but there have 


not round it necessary to make es 
strong a contest as possible in order to 
roll up a safe majority. 

No Immanity For Legisiators 

The best legal authorities connected 
with the legislature are of the opinion 
that Mr. Moran is mistaken In his claim 
that appearance before the committee 
on rules of the house sitting jointly 
has brought immunity te members of 
the lower branch. Attorney General 
Malone also is said to be quite sure that 
members who have testified before the 
committee can be brought into court 
and sentenced if found guilty of bribery 
or an attempt to bribe. 

The committee on rules proceeded 
with its deliberations in the face ef Mr. 
Moran's allegations, feeling entirely 
satisfied that he was not dealing in 
good law. The committee has secured 
sufficient evidence to give one or two 
members of the house a very uncom- 
fortable feeling, and undoubtedly ac- 
tion will be taken in these cases on the 
part of the house. 

Members of the house feel that Mr. 
Moran, in making the statement he did 
in regard to immunity of members, was 
offering an excuse for not taking fur- 
ther steps to push the matter before 
the grand jury. His remarks indicate 
that it is certain he will make no fur- 
ther attempt to investigate the charges 
of bribery made against members of 
the legislature. He started such an in- 
vestigation only to drop it before he had 
proceeded very far In the case. 

No Indictments were reported, how- 
ever, by the grand jury. It is entirely 
probable that the house will do more 
than Mr: Moran has doue toward dis- 
covering and punishing individuals 
who have attempted to corrupt the leg- 
islature. 


The Merger Measure 

The committee on street railways 
aud railroads, sitting jointly, have re- 
ported the merger bill allowing steam 
railroads to purchase street railway 
properties. It is not a unanimous re- 
port, but it Is as nearly so as could be 
expected, only three members of the 
two committees disseuting. 

This bill was considered by the leg- 
isiature last year and by it referred to 
a special commission which considened 
the whole subject, drafted a measure, 
and presented it to the present great 
and general court. With two commit- 
tees so nearly unanimous in its favor, 
it seems almost a foregone conclusion 
that it will meet with the favor of both 
branches of the legislature. 

The legislature is having a hard bat- 
tle over the bill providing for a subway 
to Cambridge for the Boston elevated 
railroad. The measure provides for an 
elevated structure on the Boston end 
and this has been bitterly opposed by 
the representatives of that section of 
Boston known as the West End. 

The Cambridge people are very much 
interested In the measure because they 
have been greatly opposed to an ele 
vated structure for that city and are un- 
willing to see the measure which em- 
bodies their wishes defeated on its 
passage, as they do not feel sure of se- 
curing, another year from the elevated 
railroad, the same concessions em- 
bodied in the present bil.

mous epicure and restaurant keeper 
of Washington, who has sold his busi- 
ness and will retire to contemplate at 
his ease his fifty years of good eating 
and drinking for both himself and his 
patrons, is a very short and a very fat |

patch to the New York World. He 
has not been well for a year or two,

Harvey had three specialties, He

When people wanted to have a real 
terrapin for dinner they usually went 
to Harvey, for he had the genuine east 
ern shore diamond backs In his cellar. 


There are plenty of things that pass for 
terrapin among the uninitiated.

Camp to 
Explain 
New Rules 


Yale Football Authority to 
Meet Officials In Vari- 
ous Parts of Country to 
Interpret the Technicali- 
ties of Recent Gridiron 
Legisiation. 


That Walter Camp, the Yale football 
authority, has not lost one iota of his 
former prominence in connection with 
the game of football was brought out 
at a meeting of the central board of 
officials of the American intercollegiate 
football rules committee recently, the 
details of which were announced by 
the chairman of the board, Dr. James 
A. Babbitt of Haverford, Pa. In the 
course of a long discussion on the ques- 
tion of bringing about a uniform Inter- 
pretation of the new football rules it 
Was suggested that Camp be sent to 
the various local committees, and the 
plan was adopted. Camp in fact show- 
ed all through the talk that he was 
most fit to handle the interpretation of 
the rules, and for this reason the work 
was turned over to him. 

The first suggestion of Camp's com- 
mand of the rules of the game came 
when E. H. Hall of Dartmouth, also a 
member of the rules committee, made 
& report on steps taken to organize a 
local subcommittee on officials in the 
New England states. Hall said the 
committee was in process of formation 
and that five of the leading New Eng- 
land colleges would be represented. 
The central board decided that Hall, in 
conference with Camp, should form 
the New England committee. 

Then the board discussed the advis 
ability of conferences at various places 
to interpret the rules. A motion was 
made requesting that Camp should 
meet the subcommittees In the various 
localities and whoever they may desire 
to include in their conferences at some 
time prior to the termination of the 
present coliege year. At some date be-

fore Oct. 1 a general conference will 
be called in New York city, at which 
the full rules committee will be pres 


ent. 

To form a subcommittee in the mid- 
die west it was decided to communi- 
cate with the representatives of the 
conference colleges to recommend that 
such a committee be appointed. The 
names of Professor Waldo of Purdue 
university, Raycroft of Chicago univer- 
sity, Adams of Wisconsin and Jameson 
of Michigan were suggested, with Pro- 
fessor Waldo as chairman. The nu- 
cleus of the subcommittee of the mid 
die Atlantic consists of Professor J. B. 
Fine, Princeton, a member of the cen- 
tral board; John H. Milnes of Pennsy! 
yania and J. A. Babbit, representing 
the Pennsylvania colleges. 

The central board does not want to 
do more than take action on officials, 
but has suggested that the subcommit- 
tees make plans for supporting posi 
tively the action of officials on the field, 
prepare at once a list of accredited of- 
ficials and make plans first for local 
and then general conferences on the 
juterpretation of the new rules. Let 
ters will be sent to all prominent foot 
ball officials to obtain suggestions and 
to get their co-operation.

~|Raising | Raisins! 


By MARK BENNITT. 

HE raisins in the American mince 

ple came not so very long ago 

from certain un-American coun- 

tries on the other side of the 
Atlantic. “lay we are consuming 
twice as “an raisins as we did twen- 
ty years ago and are not satisfied. As 
for exports, we are sending away more 
raisins of our own growling than we 
are bringing in by way of the custom 
houses, The happy discovery was 
made in the early seventies that the 
hot August sun In the great valleys of 
California was just the kind of heat 
to shrivel a Muscat or a Malaga grape 
into a sweet and delicious raisin. 
Plenty of growers took the cue, and 
there’s where the now stupendous ral- 
sin industry began. The first record 
year was 1874, when 9,000 boxes of 
twenty pounds each were produced. 
Tophet with its perennial fires could 
scarcely be hotter than mid-August 
weather in the upper San Joaquin val- 
ley, but it was to this country that 
men rushed, like miners to a new gold- 
field, to engage in growling raisins, a 
business that for a few years was bet- 
ter than gold mining. That was the 
year when Kings river was tapped by 
the irrigators and led captive through 
systems of canals to thousands of 
acres of rich alluvial bottom that 
ylelded prodigious crops. 
Tifa it was that Fresno began to 
appear on the maps, and it became 
more and more the center of the fruit 
industry in the upper part of the great 
valley. Here, amid the palms and roge 
trees, the lantanas and poinsettias, the 
fragrant orange trees and brilliant ge- 
raniums, in prettily painted homes and 
quiet luxury, live the people who are 
most active in the ralsin Industry. In 
the county of Fresno alone are 50,000 
acres of grapevines. There are ten 
counties In the great valley capable of 
producing raisins, to say nothing of 
the possibilities in the valley of the 
Sacramento, the Salinas and Santa 
Clara valleys and in southern Califor- 
nia south of the San Gabriel range. 
So great was the rush that the busl- 
ness began to be overdone. The cll- 
max came in 184, when the product 
amounted to 108,000,000 pounds, a 
pound and a half of raisins for every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States. The price dropped to 2 cents 
a pound. Disaster had come at last. 
Then the raisin growers put their heads 
together, organized an association and 
began a raisin propaganda that has 
doubled the consumption of raisins and 
made a vast market for other fresh 
and dried fruits. The annual raisin 
crop is now as large as in 1804, but 
raisins are more widely used, and the 
growers sold the crop of 1905 at 4 to 
4% cents the pound. 
Fresno is a delightful place to tarry 
It is the center of a little world of 
marvelous industry. Severe frost rare- 
ly comes, as one may know from the 
ever blog@ning roses and tropical plants 
and trees of huge size growlng in the 
open, and the heat of midsummer is 
worth millions of dollars to the people 
who Inhabit the country. To the east 
ern man it is far, far from Broadway 
and from home and friends and the 
old associations that make life worth 
the living. To the western man it is 
an ideal land in which to thrive. It 
depends on the point of view. 
Pay day to all these fruit farmers 
around Fresno ig when they deliver 
their crops. Spot cash Is the rule that 
no one thinks of breaking. The grower 
may sell his crop before the harvest if 
he desires, for the buyers are early in 
the fleld, and the season's price is es 
tablished with the first sales. The 
writer saw one fruit grower, a Swede 
whose farm of forty acres had made 
him a man of abundant means in a 
few years. He was just marketing his 
crop of dried peaches, a total of twen 
ty-five tons, for which he received 8 
cents a pound. His orchard of twenty 
odd acres thus yielded him $4,000 cash 
The peaches were cut open and the pits 
removed, but the sun had done the dry 
ing as it dries the raisins. A better re 
port was that of G. W. Barr. From six 
and a half acres of peach trees Mr 
Barr sold nine and a half tons of dried 
fruit at 714 cents a pound, a total re- 
turn of $1,425. Such orchards are of 
course not for sale. 
During his brief stay in Fresno the 
writer received the following figures 
from the secretary of the board of 
trade, showing the value of dried 
fruits produced in Fresno county in 
1905: Raisins, $2,500,000; peaches, $1 
200,000; apricots, $265,000; prunes, 
$150,000; pears, $40,000; nectarines, 
$30,000; figs, $275,000.

Gordo Blanco and Muscatel are much 
grown for the same purpose. There are 
two seedless varieties, the Sultanas 
and Thompson’s Seedless. The inven- 
tion of the raisin seeding machine has 
perhaps had more to do with the in- 
creased consumption of raisins than 
any other one thing. One machine will

When Tucker had placed this docu 
ment in his pocket he turned quickly, 
gave one swift glance toward his death 
chair and then, feeling for its footrest 


so that he might easily find the seat of 
the instrument of death, he closed his 
eyes and did net open them again } 


Carefully and surely he sat himself in | 
the chair. He rested back his head 
and stretched out his arms upon thé 
sides of the chair, there to be strapped 
in preparation for the execution 

A half dozen men were quickly bend 


ing over him, adjusting the straps, bar- 
ing his left leg for the application of the 
electrode, securing tightly his legs, | 
arms and body, while the electrician 
placed upon his head the mesh-net 


filled inside with water-soaked sponges | 
and surmounted by the head electrode. 
A wide strap, opened in the centre to 
permit a view of the nose and eyes of 
the victim, was then fastened abo 
front of the head from the buck of the | 
chair. | 

The body lunged forward against the 
enclosing straps as Warden Bridges 
raised his right hand and the elec-| 
tricilan threw down the electric switch. | 
No sound came from Tucker's lips after 
his final words which he read from the 
paper.

Reported that his pulse was still beating }

for the third time. Tucker was pro- 
nounced dead at 12:14 and at 12:19, after 
ali three legal medical witnesses had 
examined the convicted man, he was 
pronounced officially dead. 

The repeated application of the elec- 
tric current was made, the physician 
explained, not because Tucker was not

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dead after the first. but because of the 
involuntary muscular action of the 
heart and of the pulse which emanated 
from the heart action. The medical wit- 
hesses agreed that the electrocution 
Was successful and also agreed that 
he was unconscious, if not quite dead, 
at the very moment that the 1820 
volts of electricity shocked his body. 

During his last day Tucker gave 
evidences that the terrible strain was 
affecting his mind. His body remained 
healthful and he ate regularly and 
heartily on the day of his death. In 
the morning, in consequence of his own 
request, the sacrament of baptism was 
administered to him by Rev. Mr. Bishop 
and by Rev, J. F. W. Barnes, the prison 
chaplain Throughout this ceremony, 
which was that of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, the prisoner appeared 
earnest and sincere and received the 
final baptismal blessing with words of 
prayer upon his lips. 


THE CRIME AND TRIAL 


Great Efforts Made to Save Life 
of Condemned Man 

The electrocution of Charles L. Tuck- 
er marked the final chapter in the his- 
tory of the murder of Mabel Page at 
her home in Weston, March 31, 1904, 
and also marked the close of the most 
desperate legal battle ever waged in 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts 
for the life of the convicted murderer. 
Following Tucker's conviction In the 
Middlesex county court at Cambridge,

The Murder and Arrest

Evidence Largely Circumstantia! 

In prosecuting the case, Attorney 
General Parker maintained that rob- 
bery preceded the murder, but the 
wounds in the woman's body bore mute 
testimony that ber assassin was fiend- 
ishly brutal. The first thrust of the 
knife made a mortal wound, but the 
knifeblade was plunged deep and often 
afterwards. The evidence at the trial! 
was largely of a circumstantial pature 
and counsel for the defense produced 
witnesses to prove an alibi, but the pin 
and the knife played more prominent 
parts than did any witnesses produced 
by either the prosecution or the de- 
fense. 

Amy Roberts, the servant in the Page 
home, identified a stickpin—commonly 
known during the trial as the Canadian 
pin—as the property of Mabel Page. It 
devolved upon the mother of the pris- 
oner to take part in one of the most 
critical periods of the trial. She had 
testified that the pin taken from her | 
house by the state police had been the 
property of her son for several years 
and that she had worn the pin on sev- 
eral occasions. It was at this point in 
the trial that Mr. Parker abandoned for 
the moment his vigorous cross-eXain iba 
tion of the witnesses for the defense, 
and he graciously refrained from ques 
tioning the mother of the prisover. 

Mother Selected New Pin 

The defense, however, produced two 
plus, one the Page pin and the othera 
pin purchased in Canada by the de- 


fense. Both were of the same general 
design, but they differed radically in 
color.

“guilty of murder in the first degree.” 
The announcement of the finding 
brought from the prisoner his only sign 
of emotion. He wept long and bitterly 

When the sentence of death was passed 
upon him, however, Tucker did not 
seem at all perturbed, and during the 
last few weeks of his life he exhibited 
remarkable calmness. 

Since Tucker’s trial and conviction 
Edwin Page, the father of the mur- 
dered girl, has died, as has Professor E. 
8S. Wood of Harvard university, who 

was the expert analyst for the prose 
cution. Albert F. Tucker, father of the 
condemned murderer, was so affected 
by the strain of the trial and 
quent events that several times he has

Causes of Past Ills. 


DOCUMENT CAREFULLY DRAWN UP 


lown Couple, Each of Whom Has 
Been Married Before, Have Put In 
Writing What Shall aud Shall Not 
Be Exacted—Many Points, Bven to 
Visits of Relatives, Covered. 


In what is probably the most remark- 
able prenuptial contract in existence 
Isalah F. Harding of Jasper county, 
in lowa, aud Mrs. Isabella Engle- 
brecht of Des Moines, la., recently pro- 
vided for at least fifteen years of wed- 
ded bappiness, says a Des Moines dis- 

| patch to the New York Sun. 

The smallest detail of their married 
life for a term of fifteen years Is set 
j out in the contract which was placed 
}on record before their marriage by a 
| Des Moines justice of the peace. 
if their married life proves unhappy 
| 
| 


it may be terminated within the fifteen 
years by certain settlements and mu- 
tual agreement as to various other 
|} things. At the end of fifteen years 
'eltber party to the contract may end 
the married existence without the 
| formality of a divorce under the con- 
| ditions therein stated. 
| Harding is a wealthy farmer. Mrs. 
Englebrecht is also wealthy. Both had 
been married twice before. The mar- 
riage contract was drawn up to meet 
the various difficulties which made 
their previous marriages less than per- 
fectly happy. 
| The document, which three 
closely typewritten pages, is carefully 
drawn by able lawyers. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hardirg are satisfied that it is the solu- 
tion of all matrimonial troubles, 

The contract first disposes of one-half 
the real and personal property owned 
| by each party, which is divided among 
their respective children, share and 


covers 


| Share alike, the children agreeing to 
forever forego any claim upou their 
estates 


The contract then provides that each 

party shall retain his or her remaining 
| property Independent of the other. 
Some of the provisions are given In 
| brief as follows: 
There shall be settled upon the wife 
a weekly income of $15, with which to 
pay the household expenses. 

Rent, gas and coal bills shall be paid 
by the husband. 

While living upon the farm the wife 
shall have the profits from one cow 
and all chickens, 
| The family shall 


never consist of 


more than three children, and for each | 


| child there shall be an additional al 


lowance of $3 a week. 

The wife shall have one servant girl 
and a nurse whenever necessary. She 
shall have entire control of the servants 
in the house and the husband of what- 
ever servants he may have outside. 

Relatives of either husband or wife 
Gre permitted to visit the family dur- 
ing the first two weeks in May and the 
last two weeks in October. 

The sole care of the children shall 
belong to the wife, and she shall have 
charge of their schooling until they 
reach the age of sixteen years, when 
the husband shall take charge. 

If for any reason, loss of property 
or any other, the family shall be re- 
quired to get along without servants 
the wife shall start the fire and get 
breakfast during the six months from 
April to September and the husband 
for the remainder of the year. 

No guests at meals shall be brought 
home by the husband without the pre- 
vious consent of the wife. 

The husband has the right, if he 
should so desire, to ix the menu three 
days in each week. 

- intoxicating liquors are not allowed 
in the house. 

Both busband and wife shall attend 
church at least once each month unless 
prevented by sickness. 

In case the family moves to town 
the husband is not required to go into 
society more than twice a week, and 
one of these occasions must take in the 
tbeater. 

There are also a number of minor 
provisions in regard to clothing ex- 
penditures, doctor bills, working hours 
and also as to the termination of the 
contract at the end of fifteen years, at 


end at the desjre of either. There is a 
provision for division of property in 
case of death. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Harding are well 
satisfied with the contract and believe 
that they will never be compelled to 
resort to the contract in order to be 
happy.

COAL TAR JUBILEE. 


A Chemists’ Clab’s Celebration In 
Homor of Professor Perkin. 

As was hoped, the movement to cele- 
brate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
coal tar industry has become an Iinter- 
national affair, says the New York 
Post. Scientists of Germany, France, 
Belgium, Italy and America have 
adopted England’s plan to commem- 
erate Professor Perkin’s discovery of 
the first aniline dye, “mauve.” Under 
the auspices of the Chemists’ club of 
New York a celebration will take place 
late In September in New York city. 
The jubilee will be attended by a large 
number of America’s most prominent 
scientists; also by John Bigelow, re- 
cently minister to France; Joseph H. 
Choate, ex-ambassador to England; Al- 
fred C. Coxe, judge of the second Unit- 
ed States circuit court of appeals; Pe- 
ter 8. Grosscup, judge of the seventh 
United States circuit court of appeals; 
Comptroller Herman A. Metz, General | 
Horace Porter, Secretary Elihu Root, 
Judge Willlam K. Townsend and 
Judge William J. Wallace. Others ino 
attendance will be presidents of the 
largest American universities and 
prominent patent lawyers, who are ac- 
tively Interested in the celebration. 
Professor Perkin himself probably will 
be present. 

Aside from the practical advantages 
which have resulted from the discovery 
made by Professor Perkin in 1856, the 
science of chemistry has profited won- 
derfully. Particularly in America, 
where the coal tar industry is enor- 
mous, bas the discovery had a great 
effect. It gave to the study of organic 
chemistry and to chemistry in general 
a powerful stimulus. It also opened | 
up a new field in the creation of new | 
compounds possessing wonderful phys- 
lological properties, and the materia / 
medica consequently has been enrich- 
ed by the addition of hundreds and 
eren thousands of new remedies which | 
were not previously known, including | 


such as phenacetin, antipyrin and salol. | 

In connection with the jubilee there | 
will be a banquet and a symposium on | 
the progress of synthetic chemistry, in- 
cluding the results in relation to theo- 
retical chemistry, the arts of dyeing! 
and calico printing, the production of | 
new remedies, antiseptics and per- 
fumes. It Is intended to present to | 
Professor Perkin an appropriate token 
of appreciation of his services, 

A prize to be known as the Perkin | 
inedal will be established and awarded | 
annually to the American chemist who | 
shall have rendered the most impor- 
tant service to the science of “ered 


chemistry in the previous year. An- 

other feature of the jubilee will be the | 
foundation of a national library of | 
chemical works and periodicals situat- 

ed in New York and consisting of a 

permanent reference library and a du- 

plicate circulating library for the ben- 

efit of chemists throughout the United | 
States. 


“PORK SAUSAGE LOADED.” 


Largely Soda, Cornstarch and Meal, 
Says Toledo Meat Iuspector. 

William Schurtz, meat inspector of 
Toledo, has finished an official investi- 
gation of the Toledo branches of the | 
Chicago packing houses and in his re- 
port to Mayor Whitlock makes the fol- 
lowing assertions concerning sausage 
and canned meats sold in Toledo, says 
a special dispatch from Toledo to the 
New York Tribune: 

“I can faithfully say that every 
pound of pork sausage consigned to 
this city by the beef trust is what is| 
termed by experienced butchers ‘load- | 
ed.’ I have secured a number of sam- 
ples every year for a number of years, 
the analysis invariably showing the 
same state, consisting of potato flour, | 
commonly called cornstarch; bicar- 
bonate of soda, small percentages of | 
pork and some breadmeal to keep 
consumers from having disordered 
stomachs. The fancy lettered paste- 
board box, with its gaudy trimmings, 
labeled ‘Berkfleld pig sausage,’ as if it} 
came from some farm suburb of our | 
city, without doubt is the one most to/| 
be feared, although it brings the ¥ 


est prices.”

TUCKER LETTERS 


Claimed to Contain No Admission’ 
of His Guilt 


HIS DYING DECLARATION 


Much Comment on Fact That It 
Made 
cence--His Counsel Wrote Part) 
of Note Read at Execution 


No Assertion of tnno-| 


Boston, June 13.—All day yesterday) 
there were rumors that in the letters! 
written by Charles L. Tucker on Sun 
day last to his family, to be opened af 
ter his death, he had made a confession 
regarding the crime for which he was 


executed. All knowledge of such a| 
confession, however, was denied both | 
by his counsel and his spiritual ad- 
visers. 

Probably no one feature of the Tuck- 
er execution was so much commented 
on as the fact that in the condemned/ 
man’s dying declaration be made no as- 
sertion of Innocence. In this connection) 
it was generally recalled that in that} 
other great crisis of his life, when he 
faced the jury in court, he made no as- 
sertion of his innocence. 

For some weeks past, through his 
counsel, and in his letters, he has vigor- 
ously protested his innocence, but in his} 
last words, just before taking his seat) 
in the death chair, he failed to say a} 
word about being innocent. This was) 
considered even more remarkable in} 
view of the statement which he made 
in his last letter written to his senior 
counsel, James H. Vabey, on Sunday 
In this he said: “My last words 
to you are that I am innocent, and they 
are the last words I will bave on my lips 
when I die.” 

The last words he uttered just before 
sitting in the chair were the following: 
“I hope God will forgive me for all the 
wrongs I have ever dove in my past life. 
I forgive everybody who has ever 
wronged me. I am at peace with my 
Maker. May God bave mercy on wy 
soul.” 

These words he had written on a 
piece of paper which he pulled from his 
pocket when he reached the execution 


There was considerable further spec- 
ulation regarding this dying declara- 
tion when it was learned during the day 
that part of the note was not written 
by Tucker, but by Thomas F. Vahey, 
one of his counsel. In explanation of 
this matter Vahey sald last night that 
he wrote the first part of the note at 
Tucker's dectation and at his request, 
and that Tucker added to It a line when 
he returned !t to him. 

Werden Bridges, when asked about 
the note, sald: “It is immaterial who 
wrote it. I would bave perhaps written 
it if he bad asked me, or undoubtedly 
one of the guards would have done the 
same.” 


Killed Girl He Loved and Seif 

Troy, N. Y., June 13.—Because she re- 
fused to receive the attentions of John 
Carter, who was jealously In love with 
her, Carter last night shot and killed 
Mamie Stanton, 26 years of age, firing 
three shots Into her head. The mur- 
derer raz a short distance, stopped and 
then shot himself through the head. 
Miss Stanton was walking down Ferry 
street when accosted by Carter. He 
tapped her on the shoulder, sald some- 
thing to her and then drew a revolver 
and fired. 


Anarchist Denounced Deputies 

Rome, June 13.—Near the close of the 
sitting of the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday, while Premier Glolitti was an- 
sweriug the attacks of deputies on the 
government program, a young man 
arose in the tribune of the public and 
shouted excitedly: “Lies, lies, de 
ceivers of the people!” and made a mo 
tion toward his pockets. He was ar- 
rested and identified as Francesco Go- 
cuzza, a noted Neapolitan anarchist. 


Bain Claims to Be Insane 

Waterloo, N. Y., June 13.—Rev. 
Charlies S. Bain, who was Indicted for 
arson on the charge of setting fire to 
the Waterloo Baptist church, of which 
he was former pastor, was arraigned 
at Ovid. He entered a plea of not 
gulity and a claim of insanity. The 
court granted his request for the ap- 
pointment of a commission in lunacy 
and fixed bail at $1000. 


Brewer's Wife Under a Cioud 

Sioux Falls, 8. D., June 13.—A sensa- 
tlon was caused here by the arrest of 
Mrs, Moses Kaufman, wife of a wealthy 
brewer, on the charge of manslaughter 
in connection with the death of Miss 
Agnes Polreis, who was employed asa 
domestic in the Kaufman home. It is 
alleged that the girl died as a result of 
beatings by Mrs. Kaufman.

MEAT INSPECTION PLAN 


Places Cost on Government at 
Expense of $2,000,000 a Year 
--Products Which Enter Inter- 

Must Bear 

Labels Guaranteeing Purity

Washington, June 14—A meat in- 
spection provision was completed by 
the house committee on agriculture last 
night which, it is declared by the com- 
mittee, will insure that American meats 
and meat products are healthful, clean 
and, In every respect, Wholesome and fit 
for food. 

The important 
islation are that it places the cost of the 
inspection on the government and 
makes an annual automatic appropria- 
tion of $2,000,000 to pay the expenses. 
It requires a rigid post mortem and ante- 
mortem inspection of all animals killed 
for food. It requires a government 
label as a passport for all meat and 
meat products which enter interstate 
commerce and, in addition to this label, 
a certificate of purity to the carrier and 
to the secretary of agriculture for all 
such products which enter foreign com- 
merce. 

To secure this label, the product must 
be handled in accordance with sanitary 
regulations to be prescribed by the 
secretary of agriculture, who is au- 
thorized to employ, without regard to 
the civil service law, for the first year, 
an adequate corps of efficient inspectors 
to supervise the enforcement of Lis reg- 
ulations. 

It prohibits the use of preservatives 
or chemicals in the preparation of meat 
foods which are deleterious to health, 
and leaves the mattor of determining 
this question to the secretary of agri 
culture. The label on the product is to 
indicate the ingredients, but the date 
of manofacture is not required to be 
stated. 

The sanitary requirements, which the 
secretary is to prescribe and enforce, 
must insure complete sanitation as to 
all buildings, whether slaughter houses 
or caubing establishments.

There are many penalty clauses at- 
taching to violations of all these pro- 
visions. The common carrier is sub- 
ject to a heavy penalty if he accepts 
for transportation any goods not bear- 
ing the government label, or in case of 
foreign shipments, in addition to the 
label, not accompanied by the required 
certificate. The packers are subject to 
a heavy penalty for false labeling as to 
contents of packages. Trade hames are 
to be allowed in some cases, in the dis- 
cretion of the secretary, but in all cases 
the contents of the package must be 
stated. 

The violation of any of the provisions 
of the regulations is made a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine not to ex-

IN DEFIANT MOOD 


Russian Peasants Have No Fear 
of Local Troops 


THEY ACT IN SYMPATHY 


Revolutionary Propaganda Is 
Now Spreading Through the 
Whole Army--Two Newsyape: 8 
Which Criticised Council of 
the Empire Are Suppressed 


St. Petersburg, June 14—Ominous of 
the government's inability to cope with 
prospective agrarian disorders is the 
news which comes from Poltava, one of 
the richest and most populous farming 
provinces of Russia, that the governor 


is in dally receipt of requests for troops 
for the protection of estates from the 
peasantry, who fiave not the slightest 
awe of the rural guards. 

The governor will be unable to com- 
ply with these requests because the 
local troops, one regiment of which mu- 
tinjied on Sunday last, are so infected 
by the revolutionary propaganda that 
detachments sent to the villages imme- 
diately fraternize with the peasants. 
The governor therefore begs the St. Pe- 
tersburg authorities to send him fresh 
troops. 

The conditions in Poltava with re 
gard to the army probably are wide- 
spread. Indeed, the army is a frail 
reed for the government to rest upon if 
it rejects parliament's agrarian scheme. 
The general staff objects, moreover, to 


furnishing further troops for police 
duty, and bas refused requests for 
guards for government liquor shops, 


which are increasingly subject to at- 
tacks, on the ground that to comply 
with all these demands would interfere 
with the strategic necessity of the em- 
| pire. 

Two daily newspaper organs of the 
revolutionary Socialists, The Narodny 
Vestnik (People’s Messenger) and the

Half a Dozen 


The Fore River Sbipbuilding com 
pany should soou have orders to build 
several more steam trawlers. The 
Herald of Thursday says: 

Scoring a record-breaking trip, and 
winning a new reputation for berself, 
the steam trawler Spray, Capt. ' Dexter 
Malone, arrived at T wharf this morn- 
ing, only 48 hours out from port, witha 
cargo of 37,500 pounds of fresh fish that 
sold for $1000, 

‘*She is just striking her gait,’’ said 
John R. Neal, president of the company 
operating the trawler. ‘‘I wish we bad 
half a dozen just such vessels.’’ 

‘If she can make $8000 a day we will 
have to stand aside and watch her,’’ 
said one of the schooner captains this 
morning. 

The Spray has made six trips in eight 
weeks and each time has brought in 
from 40,000 to 75,000 pounds of fresh 
fish. On her last trip she took in 
several hauls 35,000 pounds of haddock, 
1,500 pounds of codfish, 1,000 pounds 
of hake and 200 pounds of halibat. 
Under full head of steam the trawler 
rushed into port, getting ber fish on to 
the market early this morning, witb 
only three schooners in port to compete 
against.

FRED MUTH FOUND 


Taken From Captor In a Sensa- 
tional Manner 


KIDNAPPER WAS KNOWN 


Cornered In Vacant House and 
Forced to Surrender at Point 
of Pistol--In Ven- 


geance by Crowd 


Fear ot 


Philadelphia, June 19.—¥Freddie 
Muth, 7 years old, son of Charles Muth, 
a jeweler, who was kidnapped from a 
public school last Tuesday, was found 
gesterday afternoon in a vacant house 
here and returned to his parents. John 
J. Kean, a member of a respectable 
New York family, one time bookkeeper 
of the Harlem bank, a stock broker 
and more recently a real estate agent, is 
the abductor. Driven by the commis- 
sion of a comparatively small offense to 
the helnous crime of child stealing, he 
occupies a cell In a police station with 
life imprisonment staring him in the 
face. 

Replete with dramatic incidents from 
its inception, the climax of the abduc- 
tion was sensational to a degree. The 
kidnapper was taken at the point of a 
pistol only after he had been fired upon 
and when be realized that escape was 
impossible. Kean is a marrietii man 
and the father of three children. He 
gave his his reason for abducting the 
Muth boy that he needed money. 

The first information that Kean and 
his captive were in the vicinity in 
which the arrest was eventually made 
came from Joseph Sager, a baker, who 
told a policeman last week that he had 
seen & man and a boy auswering the 
description of the pair in an oyster 8a- 
loon shortly after midnight last Wed- 
nesday. Special Officers Clare and Vale 
were immediately detailed upon the 
case and began a search of all the va- 
cant houses in the neighborhood. Their 
investigations resulted in the recovery 
of the boy and the arrest of the kiduap- 
per. 

Sager was acquainted with Kean 
and the police were thus enabled to ob- 
tain his address. They visited his 
home and learned from bis wife that 
he had not been there to her knowledge 
since last Monday, the day previous to 
the abduction. She stated, however, 
that he had evidently crept into the 
house, as a pillow, an overcoat and a 
cape Were missing. 

With this clue to work on, the police 
redoubled their efforts. They were cer- 
tain of the identity of the man, but all 
doubts in this direction were removed 
when Charlies J. Cooke, a real estate 
dealer, appeared at headquarters with 
a complaint that Kean, who had been 
employed by him, had embezzled $400. 
Specimens of his haadwriting were 
shown the police and “hey were found 
to be identical with the writing in the 
letters which the abductor had begun 
sending to Muth. 

Special Officers Clare and Vale con- 
tinued their search of the vacant houses 
in their Gistrict, golug to the dwellings 
423, 425 and 427 North G2nd street. 
When Vale reached the third floor of 
425 he observed young Muth standing 
on the rear shed of 427. He called to 
him, saying: “Hello, Freddie.” 

Fred sald “hello” and immediately 
began to cry. Vale leaped through the 
window and stepped across the roof to 
the adjoining house. He was just in 
time to see Kean hurrying down the 
stairs. Drawing his revolver he fired 
at the fleeing man, but missed. He 
crawled through the window and fol- 
lowed, catching up with Kean as the 
latter was making for the front door 
The policeman again pointed his re 
volver at the kidnapper, who threw up 
his hands, crying “I surrender.” The 
child In the meantime bad followed the 
pair and reached the first floor as the 
arrest was made. 

The news of the capture bad reached 
the center of the city aud when “the 
prisoner and the boy arrived at the city 
hall a great crowd had gathered. Kean, 
white with fear, trembled so that he 
could scarcely walk and begged the de- 
tectives not to Jet them kil! him, 

The child bore no evidence of ilil- 
treatment beyond lack of sutlicient 
nourishment. He had been fed on 
bread and milk which Kean had stolen 
from doorsteps. The abductor, as he 
sat to be photographed, was the picture 
of misery. His clothing was greatly 
worn and his collariess shirt was filthy. 
He shravk from the gaze of the detec- 
tives and newspaper men and when 
making his statement to Superintendent 
of Police Taylor he broke down and 
sobbed. 

Not since the abduction of Charlie 
Ross has the community been so 
wrought up by the commission of a 
criminal act. The newspapers, in or- 
der to aid the police in tracing the kid- 
napper, published misleading stories 
for the purpose of throwing Kean off 
his guard. In the letters which the kid- 
napper wrote to Muth he threatened to 
kill the boy if his demands for $5000 
for his return were not met and de- 
manded that Muth tell the police a 
fictitious tale about the disappearance 
ef his son in order that the detectives 
might be withdrawn. 

Kean told the police that he abducted 
the boy primarily to secure the $400 he 
had embezzled from Cooke. In addi- 
tion, he said, he is in debt, with no 
means of providing for his family,

A THREE-CORNERED FIGHT 


Corpses of Jewish Victims Sim- 
ply Crushed Masses of Bone 
and Flesh--Great Brutality and 
Beastiality Shown} by Rioters 
St. Petersburg, June 19.—The em- 

bargo on news from Bialystok has been 

lifted and a press correspondent has 
been allowed to telegraph directly from 
the sacked city a picture of the scene of 
ruin and desolation left in the wake of 


the 

The story told by the correspondent 
is a sickening one and there are indica- 
tions that he has been prevented by 
censorship from relating more 
ghastly details about the condition of 
corpses, the utter bestiality of the mob 
and the inability of the troops to cope 
with the excesses during the first days 
of the rioting. It is evident that the 
excesses assumed the character of a 
three-cornered fight between thé mili- 
tary, the mob and armed members of 
the Jewish bund, who, instead of sgb- 
mitting passively to slaughter as thelr 
unarmed co-religionists have done here- 
tofore, carried the war into the enemy's 
camp and fought bravely, though with- 
out inflicting appreciable loss on the 
troops, amoug Whom no serious casual- 
ties have been reported. 

The correspondent of The Bourse Ga- 
zette, who arrived in Bialystok in com- 
pany with Deputy Stechepkin and who 
managed to send his story by a mes 
senger, says he was utterly unnerved 
by the sights he witnessed in the hos-

pital. “Merely saying that the corpses 
were mutilated,” the correspondent 
writes, “fails to describe the awful 
facts. The faces of the dead have lost 


all human semblance, and the corpses 
simply are crushed masses of fesh and

corpse of Teacher Apstein lay on the 
grass with the hafids tied. In the face 
and eyes bad been hammered threv 
inch nails. Rioters entered his home 
aud after bestial outrages killed him 
thus and then murdered the rest of his 
family of seven. When the corpse ar- 
rived at the hospital It was also marked 
with bayonet thrusts. Beside the body 
of Apstein lay the corpse of a child 
whose leg Lad been chopped off with 
an axe. 

“I am told that soldiers entered the 
apartments of the Lapidus brothers, 
which were crowded with people, who 
had fled from the streets for safety, and 
ordered the Christians to separate 
themselves from the Jews. A Christian 
hamed Kikar protested and was killed 
on the spot. Then all of the Jews were 
shot. 

“In one corner of the yard was a de- 
mented Jewess trying to cover the body 
of her husband, but her efforts were in 
vain, as the pulpy flesh simply oozed 
from beneath its inadequate covering. 
From the wounded in the hospital the 
correspondent heard many  pitiable 
stories.” 

The correspondent, who adopts the 
bitterest tone towards the govern- 
ment, holds that the slaughter un- 
doubtedly was provoked and attributes 
the responsibility to Police Lieutenant 
Shedmatieff. He says the distinctive 
characteristic of the outbreak, in which 
t differs from the excesses at Odessa, 
Kishineff and Kief, aside from bestial- 
ity, ls the comparatively small amount 
of actual robbery committed. The par- 
ticipants seemingly were not inspired 
by motives of loot, but of murder and 
destruction, pure and simple. He also 
holds that the participation of the 
troops has been completely proven, 
and quotes Deputy Stechepkin as say- 
ing that this is clearly shown by the de- 
moralization of the soldiery consequent 
on the removal of all restraint. 

The correspondent declares that not 
only the soldiers, but their officers also 
participated, and that he himself was 
a Witness as late as Saturday to the 
sho ting down of a Jewish girl from the 
window of a hotel by Lieutenant Millet 
of the Vindimir regiment. The govern 
or of the province of Grodno, who hap- 
pened to be passing at the moment, or 
dered an investigation.

Christian procession by Jewish revolu- 
tionists. This measure, aided by the 
Catholic clergy, who yesterday through- 
out Russian Poland implored their con- 
gregations not to believe reports spread 
broadcast for the purpose of stirring 
up bloody excesses, was efficacious in 
calming the agitated spirits among the 
Christian population. The Catholics of 
Warsaw cancelled a great religious 
procession which was to have beef held 
yesterday in order to avoid the chance 
of a conflict. 

The general situation, however, ts 
bourly growing more disquieting and 
the country seems to be on the verge 
of another gigantic upheaval. In 8t. 
Petersburg and Moscow the populace 
is greatly excited, and nothing is talked 
of except a general political strike, 
which would bring the government to 
its knees. The protelariat leaders, who 
have been preparing for months for a 
blow, believe the moment has come to 
strike. The agrarian troubles now are 
sufficiently extended and disorders in 
the army are rife. The government 
has openly refused to accede to the de- 


mands of parliament and a rupture is | 


imminent. 

The ultimate plans of the leaders de- 
pend upon the success achieved, but if 
the government is brought down It is 
not doubted they are determined that 
they and not parliament shal! take over 
the reins of government and forever en- 
joy the fruits of victory. 

Incipient strikes in St. Petersburg 
and Moscow with which the movement 
was started, while based ostensibly on 
economic grounds, really are purely 
political. 

A correspondent of the press was 
stopped yesterday in one of the su- 
burban towns by a workman who de- 
manded money without the slightest 
embarrassment. He announced that 
those who had money might as well 
divide it, as the workmen soon would 
be able to take what they wanted. 

A monster meeting of 15,000 Social 
Democrats and workmen held yester- 
day afternoon at Terioki, Finland, was 
addressed by several members of the 
“Group of Toil” of parliament, and 
every revolutionary utterance was 
frantically applauded. 

The government appears to be wait- 
ing for the blood to flow before ralsing 
its hands, and it is reported that the 
design of several ministers to raise the 
question of a more active policy dur- 
ing the cabinet meeting Saturday was 
apparently fruitless, Heavy patrols 
have been placed in the streets and the 
railroad stations are occupied by troops, 
but no action has been taken to stop 
the agitation. The czar is reported to 
be spending most of his time playlag 
tennis at Peterhof. 

It is significant as indicating the 
progress of the revolutionary sentiment 
that a general strike is expected to be 
inaugurated on the Nicholas railroad, 
between St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
which was the only line out of Moscow 
that was not affected during the upris- 
ing last December. The workmen in 
the shops of the Syzran and Vyazama 
road already bave struck, but appar- 
ently the demonstration is premature. 

Aduwiral Belief, commandant of the 
fortress at Cronstadt, has received a 
grim warning in the shape of a coffin, 
which was delivered at his house. 


Jews Fear a Massacre 
London, June 18.—The Dally Tele 
graph prints a telegram received in 
London from Helsingfors. It is signed 
by five Jewish members of the Russian 
parliament and says: The outbreak at 
Bialystok clearly was the beginning of 
an organized massacre, similar to the 
bloody October days. Only energetic 
intervention can prevent a_ terrible 
| catastrophe. Peril is imminent. Ap-

Armed Uprising Looked For 

Moscow, June 18.—The imminence 
of an afmed uprising is the one subject 
of conversation here.

Abductor of Young Muth Gets 
Sentence of Twenty Years 
Philadelphia, June 20.—Twenty 

years of hard labor iu solitary confine- 


ment in the Eastern penitentiary was 
John J. 
Kean, the abductor of Freddie Muth 
The enormity of the man’s crime which 
had aroused the whole city stirred the 
officers of the law to quick action and 
the swiftness with which justice moved 
has never been equalled in this com- 
munity. 

Kean, who had the Muth boy with 
him, fell into the clutches of the law 
Monday afternoon about the time the 
courts were closing. At 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning he was photographed 
and measured by the Bertillon system. 
Twenty-five minutes later he had been 
arraigned before a magistrate and 
committed to court without bail. The 
grand jury quickly found a true bill and 
at 11:20 a. m. he was in the criminal 
court awaiting his turn to face Judge 
Sulzberger. Shortly after 12 o'clock 
the judge passed sentence upon him 
and at 1:30 o'clock the doors of the pen- 
ltentiary closed behind him. 

In his quick trip from liberty to the 
solitude of Cherry hill no friendly hand 
or voice was raised in the prisoner's 
behalf. If he behaves himself his sen- 
tence under the law will be reduced to 
2 years and three months. The court 
iad the power to give him a life sen- 
tence. 

Much sympathy is expressed for the 
wife and three children Kean leaves 
without means of support.

Human Bones Are'Found In a 
Mysterious Cave 


UNDER MOUND OF EARTH 


Ancient Books and Other Relics 
Indicate That It Was Used as 
a Hiding Place For a Political 
Refugee Over a Century Ago 


Woodstock, N. B., June 21.—The dis- 
covery of an ancient cave containing 
human bones near the village of Jobn- 
ville In this (Carleton) county, by John 
E. and Charles E. Stewart, is attracting 
hundreds of curious persons from other 
villages. 

The Stewarts, while walking through 
a stretch of wild land last Sunday, 
found a mound of earth at the base ofa 
large tree, the roots of which had 
grown partially over it. After clear- 
ing away a mass of weeds and other 
undergrowth, they attempted to deter- 
mine to what the peculiar contour of 
the mound was due. With sticks they 
dug away the earth and uncovered a 
buge rock, which appeared to have 
been placed there by human hands. 

Not heving any implements avail- 
able with which to move the obstruc- 
tion, they abandoned the work for the 
day, but on the following day they pro- 
eured a stick of dynamite and blew 
up the rock. Their next discovery was 
a set of stone steps leading down to an 
underground passage feet in 
length and about two feet wide, open- 
ing into a cave 12 feet square. On a 
stone shelf in the cave, about two feet 
from the bottom, they found a quantity 
of human bones, which crumbled as 
soon as they were handled. 

Near the bones was a gold ring with 
the Inscription “John Long, Dee. 4, 
1779.” A silver watch bearing the date 
of 1740 was also found The Stewarts 
uncovered a rusted iron tea kettle, in 
which were found three books, two in 
Latin and one in English. One of the 
Latin books was Suetonius’ History of 
Rome and bore the publisher's date of 
1667. Within the cover was the fol 
lowing: “B. A. Strong, Oxford college, 
May 24, 1676." Underneath this ap 
peared the name “James Hayward, 
1685." The other Latin book was 
Seneca’s Tragedies, and was dated 1659. 

The English book had the following 
printed on the first page: “Memories 
of Cardinal De Retz, containing all the 
great events during the ministry of 
Louls XIV, and the administration of 
Cardinal Mazarin. Done out of French. 
Printed at Dublin by 1. Riley, Court 
Hill, for Stearn Brock, bookseller at the 
Stationers’ Arm In Castle street, 1736.” 
Inside the cover were the names of 
David Fowles and Michael Carney. 

Around the books, which were in a 
good state of preservation, was a large 
piece of bark, on which were marks 
thought to indicate the location of other 
caves. At one end of the room, under- 
neath the passage to the cave, were the 
remains of an old fireplace. 

Noue of the residents of Johnville can 
throw any light on the mystery. It has 
been suggested that the occupant may 
have been an Irish officer in the Brit- 
ish army or some person who left Ire- 
land on account of political troubles 
and who desired to keep his where- 
abouts secret from the British troops 
who were quartered at various points 
along *he St. John river in the latter 
part of the 18th century.

HIT BY FREIGHT CAR 


Express Train on Mountain Side 
Gets a Serious Jolt 

Rutland, Vt., June 21—a peculiar 
accident on the Rutland railroad re 
sulted in the death of Engineer H. N. 
Davis and the severe shaking up of the 
passengers OL &h express train. 

The train of which Davis was the en- 
gineer was the express which left this 
city at 2 p. m. for Boston. At a point 
about Seven miles south of Rutland the 
rallroad ascends a mountain. While 
the express was climbing this grade, at 
a £00d speed, Davis suddenly saw a 
Single freight car coming down the hill 
on the same track.

It is supposed that the freight car, 
which Was loaded with wood pulp, ac 
cidentally became Separated from a 
train on a siding well up on the moun 
tain, and slid onto the main track.

“judge,” asked him to take charge of 
some $12,000 till they should call for 
it again, offering him a large fee. The 
notary, without stopping to inquire 
whence the men came, accepted the 
trust and at their request drew up a 
receipt, ending with an agreement to 
pay over the money when called for 
to each and every one of those who 
had left it with him and to none of 
them separately. This done, they de- 
parted. 

In a few minutes the spokesman of 
the party, who had flattered the no 
tary, returned and said that he wished 
to count the money. Pixley put him 
at a table with the bills and during the 
counting was called for a moment into 
another room. When he returned both 
the man and the money had vanished. 

This was the severest blow the no- 
tary bad ever received. The only prop- 
erty he possessed was his dwelling, 
and he had been years paying off a 
mortgege upon it. To replace the lost 
money would require the sacrifice of 
the house and something besides. The 
old man was in an agony.

Tartars were firing. Three Armenians 
are known to have been killed and five 


wounded, and It is reported that the 
Tartar casualties were greater.

vessel Paragon. The men had been

Three of the men were so ex- 
hausted that they were sent to hos 
pitals. 


Russian Army Mutinies 

St. Petersburg, June 22.—A large pro 
portion of the news appearing in the 
papers of this city consists of dispatches 
telling of military disaffection. In ad- 
dition to outbreaks at Savastopol and 
Byazan, the garrison at Krasnoyarsk, 
one of the principal cities of Siberia 
mutinied and killed its officers. 


Serious Charge Against Labor Man 

Ogdensburg, N. Y., June 22.—Daniel 
Henry, president of the Longshore 
men’s union of Prescott, Ont., is 
charged with having threatened to burn 
the Prescott fulminate of mercury 
works, where a strike is in progress, 
Henry was committed to jall in default 
of bail.

have arranged to amalgamate. The 
company is capitalized at $5,000,000. 

The National Comb company’s fac- 
tory at Lancaster, Mass., was burned. 
The loss is $8000.

THE REAL VALUE. 


How All Literature Is Contained In a 
Few Great Booka, 

Young people must every now and 
then hear it said or see it written that 
all the real value in literature can be 
put upon a small shelf—that is to say, 
the really important part of all that is 
written is contained in a very few 
good books, all the rest being either 
unimportant or different ways of say- 
ing the same things that have been 
said before. The statement, of course, 
is not true if it be taken literally. 
There are certainly many hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of books that con- 
tain original thoughts or experiences 
that are truly valuable; but, generally 
speaking, the best part of all that has 
been written is to be found in a few 
volumes. ‘To understand how this is 
possible we must remember that near- 
ly all rules are the same as other and 
simpler rules. In arithmetic, for ex 
ample, the whole science consists of 
only four simple ways of treating num- 
bers. We can add, subtract, multiply 
and divide, and that is all we can do 
to numbers. The rest of the book is 
only the working out of these four 
rules; thus all of the arithmetic could} 
easily be put into a little page that 
one could carry in the vest pocket. 

All behavior, all right living, is also 
set forth in a few simple laws. These 
illustrations will show what is meant 
by saying that all literature is contain 
ed in a few great books. The Bible 
and the works of a few famous poets 
and essayists contain all human wis- | 
dom, and these are within the reach ot 
every purse.—St. Nicholas.

GET 1904 WAGE SCALE 


Fall River Manufacturers Grant 
Demands of Operatives 
Fall River, Mass., June 22.—What 


has been, in effect, a two-years’ con 


flict over the question of wages between 
the Fall River Cotton Manufacturers’ 
association and the operatives, was set- 
tled when the manufacturers, in face of 
a demand for a restoration of the rate 
of pay prevailing previous te July 1, 
1904, with the alternative of a_ strike, 
granted the desired increase. In a let- 
ter to the Textile unlon, announcing 
the action, the manufacturers said that 
the new scale was made for the general 
welfare of the city, although trade con 
ditions did not warrant the concession 

The increase granted amounts to 14 
percent, and is a complete restoration 
of the scale which prevailed before the 
1904 reduction which precipitated one 
of the longest and bitterest strikes ever 
known in this city. The change af 
fects directly upward of 25,000 opera- 
tives working in some 60 mills, but as 
the Fall River basis of wages is fol- 
lowed by many other mill centres, it is 
believed that within the next few 
months thousands of other mill work- 
ers, especially in New England, will be 
benefited 


Alleged Piot to Kill Roosevelt 

Portland, Or., June 22.—During the 
trial of six Poles, charged with assault 
and battery upon Walter Sealaszki- 
wicz, Sealszkiwecz testified that about 
a month ago a plot was lald in this city 
to send a member of an anarchist or- 
ganization to Washington to assassinate 
President Roosevelt, but the plan fell 
through The defendants § denied 
Sealszikiwicz’s accusations and in turn 
declared that he was himself an anar 
chist. The documents and pamphlets 
seized by secret service inspectors have 
been forwarded to Washington. 


Ravages of the “White Plague’ » 

Washington, June 22.—Tuberculosis 
of the lungs and pneumonia were the 
leading causes of death in the United 
States, according to a special report on 
mortality in 1904, issued by the census 
bureau. The death rate per 1000 in the 
registration area was 16.7. More than 
half the deaths from this cause oc- 
curred between the ages of 20 and 40 
The majority of the deaths were among 
males. The next leading causes of 


death were diarrhoea and enteritis and

A Large New 
Gas Holder 


The Citizens’ Gas Light Co. have 
commenced work erecting a new bolder 
on their property on Brackett street of 
500,000 cubic feet capacity. The new 
holder is being built on the site of the 
bouse ad joining the company's property, 
the house having been moved across the 
street. The old company had two 
holders each of which were of 42,000 
cub‘e fset capacity. 

It will be seen, therefor, that the new 
holder, which will be the distributor 
for the city, will be five times as large 
as the present holders. 

Work laying the new mains is pro- 
gressing rapidly. Connection has been 
made with the old company mains at 
Wollaston. The Boston gas has not 
been turned on however. 

Things are therefore in condition so 
in case of any accident to the old plant 
the supply from Boston could be turned 
on immediately so that there would be 
no interraptions inthe supply to con- 
su mers. 

These matters give the best of 
evidence that Quincy has at last got an 

up-to-date and energetic gas company, 
who realize what the city needs and in- 
tend to give it at the earliest possible 
minute,

"Stable Legal 
At Atlantic 


The full bench of the Supreme court 
has affirmed the decree dismissing the 
bill brought by William H. Teasdale et 
al., members of the Quincy board of 
health, for an injunction to restrain the 
Newell & Snowling Construction Com- 
pany for maintaining a stable for 45 
horses upon the unfinished metropoli- 
tan boulevard in that city, because they 
did not bave a licepse from the board of 
health. 

The Newell-Snowling Co. applied for 
permission to erecta stable at Wollaston 
beach, which was refused by the Board 
of Health. The company then erected 
a stable on land of the Metropolitan 
Commissigon. The Board of Heaith ap- 
plied for on injanction to prevent com- 
pany from using the stable, 

The petition was carried to the su- 
preme court, which has decided against 
the city. 

Judge Hammond who wrote the find- 
ing says in part: 

‘The statutes under which the Metro- 
politan Park commissioners act con 
tains elaborate provisions for the es- 
tablishment of parks ip ‘‘open spaces 
for exercise and recreation." 

The Commissioners are authorized to 
acquire rights of eminest domain or 
otherwise and to ‘‘maintain and make 
available’’ such op:n spaces for such 
purposes, 

‘Ina word these open parks and 
places are placed under control of these 
Commissioners acting as the agents of 
the State in exercising the authority of 
the sovere'gn over its own property. 

As sach agents, performing the duty 
of making available for park purposes 
the land in question, it is found rea 
souably necessary for them to erect 
upon it and use this stable. 

‘Such an act must be regarded as 
needful in the proper execution of the 
power which the State may exercise 
over its owb property; anc the general 
law made for the regulation of citizens 
must be held subordinate to this special 
Statute regulating the use of the prop- 
erty of the State unless there 
press provision to the contrary. 

‘It isnotto be presumed that the 
Legislature intended to give to the local 
licensing board the authority to thwart 
the reasunably necessary efforts of the

SUGGESTION TO FARMERS 


Weeds Regarded as Valueless 
Have Great‘Commercial Value 
--Drug Plants From Abroad 
Would Grow In This Country 

Washington, June 26.—Cultivation of 

drug plants is an Industry which might 
with 


be undertaken in this country 


profit. Americans imported last year 


$64,000,000 worth of drugs 
and nearly every dollar’s worth could 
have been obtained from plants and 
weeds grown in the United States. In- 
vestigation of the extent to W hich drugs 
now imported from abroad at high 
prices could be produced from plants 
grown in this country was recently 
made by experts in the department of 
agriculture. The results were en- 
couraging and what they found out 


should increase the cultivation of plants 
as 


and dyes 


and weeds, which many regard 
worthless, but which In reality possess 
great value if properly treated. 

Experiments by the bureau of plant 
industry in the cultivation of licorice 
plants have demonstrated that, 
though the imported article comes 
chiefly from the Mediterranean sea, the 

| licorice plant is hardy as far north as 
Pennsylvania. Warm regions suit it 
| better, however, and it grows wild in 
some parts of California where it has 
escaped from cultivation. The annua! 
importation of licorice root and licorice 
paste is valued at between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000 
Not one ounce of camphor is now pro- 
| duced in this country, although it is setl- 
| ing at the high price of $1.25 a pound. 
Experiments under the department of 
agriculture have already demonstrated 
that camphor trees will grow in the 
United States. It was only a few years 
ago that camphor was selling at 30 and 
40 cents a pound Japan today has a 
monopoly of the world’s supply and is 
raising the prices at will. 

Nearly $1,000,000 worth of crude and 
refined camphor ts purchased annually 
by the people of the United States. At 
various times in the past the depart- 
ment of agriculture has Imported cam- 
phor trees which have been distributed 
through the southern states. Over con-

Among the important minor drug im- 
portations are belladonna and digitalis. 
The belladonna plant supplies the leaf 
and root drugs known under this nanie. 
Experiments with belladonna have 
been In progress at the Wasifngton gar- 
dens of the government for four years, 
and it has been found to flourishin a 
The cultivation of 
belladonna al scale hes 
been successfully undertaken during 
the last two years by an American firm 
using the drug. 

There exists today a small but grow- 
ing market in this country for ground 
paprika pepper which is prepared from 
the pods of a slender frulted sort grown 
especially in Hungary. During the last 
two seasons small experimental plaut- 
ings have been made at Ebenezer, 8. C. 
Three acres there have ylelded between 
2000 and 3500 pounds of dried pepper 
pods, for which a profitable price has 
been received. There was imported 
last year 3,500,000 pounds of pepper 
valued at $4,000,000. The government 
experts say that this entire demand can 
be supplied by American products. 

Weeds regarded as valueless which 
are found along the wayside in fence 
corners and waste places, contain valu- 
able drugs, according to the sclentists. 
The so-called wormseed may be used 
as a vermifuge. A small tract of Jand 
near Florence, 8. C., was devoted to the 
| cultivation of this weed and yielded 

500 pounds to the acre. The crop gave 
a better return acre for acre than cotton 
| on the kind of land for the same 
season. 
| Drug dealers are supplied -with 
leaves and seeds from the despised jim- 
weed. If cultivated this ungainly 
| weed will pay, say the government ex- 
perts, as well or better than wheat or 
other staple crops.

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How did I, so young a man, acquire 
po large a criminal practice? Just as 
I was ready to begin to practice my 
profession I read the biographies of 
many men in America who had early 
achieved eminence. From their exam- 
ple I deduced a principle, “During the 
early years of one’s career let him do 
ten times the work expected of him.” 

If Francis Atwater had not gone to 
sleep on the train that was taking him 
to his home in the suburbs and not 
gone on to Royalton Instead of getting 
out at Millburn he would not have 
been convicted of the murder of Fair- 
fax Douglas. And quite likely I 
should bave missed an opportunity to 
make a name as a criminal lawyer. 
But Atwater did go to sleep on the 
train and did wake up and get out 
three stations above his own. 

“Hello, Atwater!" said his old friend 
Douglas as they met on the platform. 
“What are you doing up here?” 

Atwater told him of his snooze, and 
ag there was no train down for an hour 
Douglas pressed him to go home and 
dine with him. Atwater accepted, and 


the two men went home together 
Douglas lived with his mother, who 


was away at the time, and there was 
no one with him except the servants 
The two men dined together, and after 
dinner Atwater kept putting off his 
departure from train to train till at 
last he consented to remain al! night. 

At 12 o'clock host and guest went up 


stairs to their bedrooms. Just before 
getting into bed Atwater went to 
Douglas’ room to tell him that he 


must take an early train in the morn 
ing and could not remain for break 
fast. Douglas was putting his watch 
under his pillow, and Atwater saw, as 
the pillow was lifted, a revolver 

“For burglars?” asked Atwater, look 
ing at the weapon 

“No.” 

Atwater appeared curious, and Doug 
las added that there was a story con- 
nected with his keeping a pistol under 
his head at night and that he always 
carried one about him during the day 
Atwater pressed him to tell him why 
be did this, but Douglas seemed trou 
bled at the mention of the matter, ex- 
cusing himself from giving the story 
Atwater forbore to press him further 
and went to his own room 

Atwater awoke in the morning, 
dressed and went to his friend’s room 
to say goodby. A fearful sight greet 
ed him. Douglas was lying dead, his 
head hanging off the bed so as to ex 
pose the throat, which was a dark pur- 
ple, indicating strangulation. Atwa- 
ter’s first impulse was to arouse the 
house, but his second was to allow 
some one else to discover the murder. 
He knew that the man caught with a 
murdered person was liable to susp!l- 
cion, and no one can tell where such 
suspicion will lead. He would depart 
as he had intended, saying nothing 
about having seen his friend. He left 
the room, turned to go down the main 
staircase and, descending, went out of 
the front door. He was al! of a trem 


j ble when he got on the train, but went 


to the city, attended to his duties as 
usual and was going home, expecting 
to see Douglas’ death In the evening 
paper, when he was stopped at the 
door of his office by a policeman, who 
arrested him on a charge of murder. 
A maid had gone up the back staircase 
as Atwater had emerged from the 
chamber of death and had seen him 
leave the room. 

I wae retained to defend Atwater 
and got the story I have told from 
him, but I could not tell such a story 
to a jury. A murder trial is a tilt be- 
tween the prosecuting attorney and the 
accused's counsel with weapons ar- 
ranged for by the court, the judge 
handing them their pistols just as a 
second will hand pistols to duelists. I 
had no case whatever. Douglas could 
give no reason for being at Royalton 
except that he bad gone to sleep on 
the train. He was seen leaving the 
victim's room and had gone to his bus!- 
ness, saying nothing about the murder. 
The prosecuting attorney made a fine 
speech, calling the jury's attention to 
the wisdom of the Supreme Being who 
had sent the maid up the back stalr- 
case in the nick of time. Atwater was 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged 

It was after the trial that I got 
in my fine work. I knew from my cli 
ent’s story that Douglas had been ex 
pecting an attack, but from whom? I 
worked night and day till I found out; 
but, finding out, I could not prove that 
the person I suspected had committed 
the murder. One thing of importance 
I did find out, though to do so I bad to 
play detective. The secret enemy had 
sworn to kill not only Douglas, but an- 
other man. That other man was at the 
time of Douglas’ death in Europe. 
When he returned I asked him ques- 
tions, the answers to which tallied with 
what I had learned. 

One morning I found myself a dis- 
tinguished criminal lawyer. I had 
slept the night before in the bed usual 
ly occupied by Judge Dudley. Just be- 
fore daylight a man had entered the 
room, and I had shot him dead. He 
proved to be Tom Keenan and had 
Some ten years before been sent to 
state prison by Judge Dudley, his con- 
viction having been secured by Prose- 
euting Attorney Fairfax Douglas. He 
had sworn to kill both the judge and 
the attorney. After Douglas’ death I 


, Knew he would try to kill the judge as 


s00n as he returned from abroad, and 
I aurmised he would take the same 
method he had taken with Atwater. I 
secured the judge's consent that 1 
should receive the attack. If I had 


been Atwater, with my life depending 
on the result, I would certainly not 
have trusted any but myself in such a 
juncture. That's where I made my 
client’s case my own.

NEW BURBANK POTATO. 


Carnegie Scientist Alds In Efforts to 
Develop a Superior Variety. 

Four thousand different varieties of 
potatoes were recently planted on the 
farm of Luther Burbank, the horticul- 
turist, at Santa Rosa, Cal., constituting 
part of 12,000 species of the tuber fami- 
ly with which Burbank will experiment 
this year in his plans to give to the 
world another new potato, says a San- 
ta Rosa dispatch. 

The potato planting was done by Dr. 
Shull, one of the Carnegie institute 
scientists, who is at Santa Rosa making 
data for a treatise that Is to be pre- 
sented to the world as a correct under- 
standing, scientifically, of Burbank’'s 
work. The potatoes planted and those 
that are to be planted are of all sorts 
and sizes, colors and conditions. From 
these thousands of potatoes the new 
potato is to come. 

Burbank desires that the new potato 
shall be more prolific, that its yield 
shall be practically impervious to dis- 
ease and uniform in size. 


MAMMOTH STEAMSHIP. 


Hambarg-American Line to Bulld 

One to Eclipse Glant Canarders. 

Another mammoth steamship is to 
be launched. The Hamburg-American 
line announces that it has ordered a 
steamship to be built that will put the 
760 foot Cunarders in the shade, says 
the New York Sun. This vessel is to 
be 800 feet long, nearly one-seventh 
again as long as the Baltic. She is to 
have a beam of ninety feet and a gross 
tonnage of 35,000, which is 10,000 tons 
more than the new Cunarders and 15,- 
000 more than the largest ship afloat. 

The engines of this vessel are some- 
thing that the line is keeping secret. 
She is to be ready for the season of 
1908 and will have accommodations for 
600 first, 500 second, 300 third class pas- 
sengers and 2,500 steerage. She will 
have all the new features of the two 
latest vessels of this line and in addi- 
tion will have a Turkish bath and big 
tanks where the passengers can take 
a swim on calm days. 


Novel Experiment In a Mine. 

A party of American mining engi- 
neers in Mexico have arranged to take 
photographs by sunlight on June 21 at 
the bottom of a 2,000 feet deep shaft 
at Sombrerete, state of Zacatecas, says 
the New York Sun. The town Is off the 
tropic of Cancer, and at meridian on 
June 21 the sun’s rays fall vertically, 
so that the mine shafts are illuminat- 
ed to the lowest depths. The illumina- 
tion lasts about three minutes, the light 
entering a hole in the roof of the head 
house and making the shafts so light 
thet a person standing over the shaft 
can discern small objects on the fioor 
of the 2,000 foot shafts.

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Defense to Be Offered by Counsel | 


For Harry Thaw 


LAW 1S MOVING QUICKLY 


Wife of Slayer of Stanford White 
Will Appear Before the Grand 


Jury--She Consults Counsel 


and Dodges a Curious Crowd 


New York, June 27.—Frankly admit- 
ting that he killed Stanford White, the 
famous architect, and pleading in justi- 
fication of the deed that White had 
ruined tbe life of his wife, the beauti- 
ful former chorus girl and 
model, Florence Evelyn Nesbitt, Harry 
K. Thaw of Pittsburg, brother of the 
Countess of Yarmouth, occupies a cell

in the Tombs, awaiting the action of the 
grand jury on a charge of murder. 

His counsel will offer the defense of 
insanity. The coroner's inquest will be 
held on Thursday and, in all probability, 
the case will then be considered by the 
grand jury, when the prisoner's wife 
will be required to appear before tbat 
body. 

Not since the assassination of Colonel | 
James Fisk, Jr., by Edward 8. Stokes, on 
the staircase of the Grand Central 
hotel, more than 80 years ago, has the 
Metropolis been shocked by so startling 
and dramatic a tragedy as that which 
was enacted in the presence of an audi 
ence of more than 1000 people in the 
roof theatre of Madison Square Garden. 
Not the least dramatic feature of the 
tragedy is the fact that White met his 
death in the structure which is a con- 
spicuous memorial of his architectural 
genius. 

Rarely has the case against any pris 
oner moved with more startling rapid 
ity than did the proceedings which 
ended In Thaw's formal commitment 
to the Tombs. Roused from his cell in 
a station house, Thaw, attired in fresh 
clothing brought to him by his valet, 
was shackled to a detective and taken 
in the patrol wagon to police headquar- 
ters. There he was photographed and 
Lis measurements taken on the Bertillon 
system. Again in the patrol wagon he 
was taken to the criminal courts build- 
ing, Where he was arraigned in the po 
lice court. After the bare formality of 
arraignment had been undergone, Thaw 
was removed to the custody of the cor- 
oner, and, at his order, committed to 
the Tombs to await the result of the in 
guest, which was set for Thursday. 
Throughout the proceedings Thaw 
showed little evidence of agitation. 

While leaving the station house, and 
even in the courtroom, he was com- 
pelled to run the gauntlet of batteries of 
cameras, from which he shielded him- 
self as well as he could by covering his 
face with his uushackied hand. 

Thaw was registered at the Tombs as 
“Harry Thaw, born United States, 33 
years old, student.” Shortly after his 
arrival he was visited in his cell by Drs. 
Flint, MacDonald and Mabon, on be- 
half, it was said, of the district attor- 
ney’s office, and by Dr. McGuire, the 
Tombs physician, who was requested 
to make an examination of the pris- 
oner’s mental condition by counsel for 
the defense. The alienists will make a 
further examination of the prisoner to- 
day. Dr. MeGuire said that Thaw’'s 
physical condition was almost perfect 
aud his appetite excellent. 

Lewis Delafield, who took charge of 
Thaw’'s interests immediately after his 
arrest, announced that the firm of Black, 
Olcott & Gruber had been retained to 
conduct the defense. The whereabouts 
of Mrs. Thaw, who disappeared from 
Madison Square Garden in the eonfu- 
slon that followed the tragedy, re- 
mained a mystery untill yesterday af- 
ternoon, when, accompanied by her tn- 
timate friend, Miss McKinsey, she ar- 
rived at the offices of Delafield & Loug- 
fellow, 60 Wall street, where she re- 
mained in consultation with counsel 
for several hours. While there she was 
served with a subpoena, requiring her 
attendance before the grand jury on 
Thursday. 

Mrs. Thaw was. not seen to leave the 
building and iate in the afternoon it 
was learned that she and Miss McKin 
sey had left the lawyer's office on the 
18th floor, crossed the roofs of two ad 
joining buildings and entered a win 
dow of the City National bank bullding, 
in front of which a carriage was wait- 
ing for them, thus eluding a crowd 
watching for her in front of 60 Wali 
street.

Lack of Men Said to Imperil 
Kansas Wheat. | 


COLLEGE STUDENTS DEPENDED ON | 


Appeals For Uclp In Garnering Great 
Crop Before It Spoils Being Sent 
Out—Competition For Labor Stron- 
ger Than Ever Before—Scheme to 
Employ Small Offenders Ina Jails. 


Kausas |s sending out the strongest 
appeal of ber history for men to work 
in the harvest fields, according to a 
special dispatch from Topeka, Kan., 
to the New York Herald. The difficul- 
ties of the last few years to get enough 
help to garner the wheat before it be- 
comes dead ripe and shatters in the 
gathering will be iutensified this year 
if the advance sigus are any token of 
what Is to come. At least 25,000 more 
mmen than are now in sight will be 
needed, and if need be there will be 
resort to desperate measures to draft 
men into the service behind the self 
binders. Already a move to empty 
the jails of small offenders has been 
made. 

Competition this year for labor is 
stronger than ever before, There seems 
to be no surplus of idle men anywhere. 
Appeals have been addressed to the 
employment agencies of Chicago, St. 
Louis and other large western indus- 
trial centers. The answer has come 
back in almost every instance that it 
is impossible to fill the orders. Fac- 
tories are running at full capacity all 
over the country. Bullding operations 
are going on on a scale exceeding any- 
thing of the kind tn past years. These 
activities, in addition to the many pub- 
lic improvements that are going on, 
have absorbed the bulk of the labor of 
the country, skilled and unskilled. 

One of the heaviest drafts for men 
comes from the railroads in the north- 
west. In that region extensive road 
building is going on, and with all the 
efforts at colonization not enough men 
have been obtained to make the prog: | 
ress desired by the railroad manage- 
ment. To supply the deficiency for the 
railroads alone effort is making to di- 
vert the tide of immigration from New 
York to the gulf ports. Several weeks 
ago it was announced that 50,000 more | 
men eould be acceptably used in = 


southwest. Every demand from that 
source Increases the anxiety and woes 
of the western wheat producers. 

Farmers were comforting themselves 
prior to the settlement of the bitumi- 
nous coal strike in western states with 
the satisfying belief that they would 
be able to draw on this line of industry 
for men to help them temporarily in 
the flelds. The coal strike is now set- 
tied, the men have returned to work in 
the mines and that hope has yanished. 
Kansas is looking elsewhere for assist- 
ance. 

New York city and ower far eastern 
centers have been appealed to for aid 
The same dearth of labor exists there 
as is experienced in the western cities 


Thousands of men who might have 
been counted on have gone to San 
Francisco, attracted by the fancy 


prices for common labor said to obtain 
in the demolished city which is now so 
energetically rebuilding. 

As in recent years, much store is set 
by the sturdy college men who are 
finishing thelr year of study. Hun- 
dreds of these men who have worked 
in the wheat fields are coming back 
this season. Those of athletic training 
are hardened for the most exacting la- 
bor in the fields, and they are much 
sought after by the farmers. During 
the cutting and thrashing season many 
of them will make money enough to 
sustain them during half the college 
year.

THE FCURTH OF JULY RISK 


Safer and Saner Celebration of the | 


Day Advocated. 

In the production of ear splitting 
noise on July 4 we* approach the 
achievements of savages in their beat- 
ings of tomtoms as the expression of 
their pleasurable excitement, says a 
correspondent of the Independent. This 
of itself would not be so very bad if 
we do not consider the sick and the 
nervous, to whom quwet is often a 
priceless jewel. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, mere noise is not all. The fire 
damage and mortality directly trace- 
able to the popular custom now pre- 
vailinge of celebrating the Fourth of 
July has in recent years grown largely, 
and many persons are annually killed, 
others are injured, and large losses re- 
sult because of fires due to the “fire- 
works” method of celebrating Ameri- 
can independence. 

When it appears, fronf statistics 
gathered by the Chicago Tribune, that 
over fifty persons were killed and 
more than 3,100 were injured as the re- 
sult of last year’s celebration of the 
glorious Fourth, notwithstanding the 
constant cheapening of human life, it 
really seemeens if it was about time to 
call a halt, even if the property loss of 
over $250,000 be entirely disregarded. 
Last year Wisconsin enacted a law 
prohibiting the sale and use of giant 
firecrackers, which was a manifesta- 
tion of the trend of public opinion 
against the time honored method of 
celebrating and in favor of an observ- 
ance of the day that is “safer and 
saner.” Wisconsin's example has been 
followed this year by the state of 
Iowa, and In that state it will hence 
forth be a misdemeanor punishable by 
imprisonment or fine to fire off revolv- 
ers, toy guns or firecrackers on the 
Fourth of July. The protest of the 
Iowa youth against this law will find 
as a foil thereto the approval of the 
fire insurance interests, which 
millions of dollars at stake in 
commonwealth, 

The old time celebration of July 4 Is 
trembling on the brink of discontinu- 
ance, When the examples of Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa have been followed in the 
other states of the Union and it is pes 
sible to enjoy a quiet independence 
day it will be a continual source of 
wonder why we did not sooner come 
to abolishing the barbarous method of 
celebration that has too long prevailed. 
The passing of the old time Fourth of 
July is coming. It may not pass as 
quickly as did the catching of wolres 
alive with his hands, as proposed by 
John Abernathy, United States marshal 
of Guthrie, Okla., as a Fourth of July 
celebration, which was interdicted by 
President Roosevelt, but it will pass. 
It ought to pass.

UNCONGENIAL FLOWERS. 


Mignonette and Roses, For Instance, 
Will Not Mix. 

The florist frowned as he took up an 
order for a table decoration. “That 
will never do,” he muttered. After 
calling up the customer and suggest- 
ing a change, he told his new clerk a 
few things. 

“You must never take an order that 
calis for a wixture of miguonette and 
roses,” be said. “A centerpiece of 
those two flowers wouldn't last half 
through the ipncheon. They simply 
wilt one another. I don't know why, 
but they can't get along together. 

“It is true of many flowers. Pansies, 
for instance, last twice as jong if they 
are not combined with any other flow- 
er, and the same may be sald of vio- 
lets. Jonqguils and daffodils, on the 
other hand, seem to get a new lease 
of life if you combine considerable 
green with them. Carnations will go 
all to pieces if you combine them with 
roses, although the roses do not seem 
to be affected. 

“It is more striking in combinations 
of green with flowers. If you try to 
use an entirely different type of fo- 
Mage from what the flower is used to, 
it won't last so long. So I never put 
feathery follage with lilies of the val- 
ley, for you know its natural follage 
is a thick leaf. I never use thick leaves 
with carnations, for their foliage is of 
the feathery type. It isn't as though 
the flowers fought, but they seem to 
grieve at belng misunderstood.”—New 
York Press. 


A Lure For Cock Robin. 

Two colns clinked together give so 
good an imitation of the robin’s metal- 
lic note that this device has long been 
employed in England to attract the 
welcome “harbinger of spring.” For- 
merly male robings were suared by the 
clinking of two copper pennies near a 
dummy bird. The dummy was perched 
on a twig smeared with bird lime, and 
cock robin, attracted by the sound and 
suspecting a rival, flew at him with 
blood in his eye. This is in violation of 
the bird Jaws in the United States, and 
no one who lives where robins make 
their home in confidence is likely to 
give the odd trick so unpleasant a 
finale. The clinking coppers serve a 
much more agreeable purpose as a 
means of rendering cock robio socia- 
ble. 


A Vortune In a Song. 

Song writing is one of the most lu- 
crative of occupations, provided one 
has the knack of appealing to the pop- 
ular taste. The average writer stands 
a better chance of making money by 
producing pathetic rather than so called 
“comic” songs. “The Lost Chord” has 
made three or four fortunes. It has 
been the most lasting success on rec- 
ord, and for years Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
as composer, and Madam Antoinette 
Sterling, for whom it was specially 
written, received a royalty amounting 
to 12 cents each on every copy sold. It 
was a gold mine to the publishers too.

DEADLOCK IS ON 


Disazreemment Over the Meat In- 
spection Amendment 


CONFEREES IN A TANGLE 


Benate Proposition Regarding 
Payment of Cost of Inspection 
by Packers Met by House Ar- 
gument ot Unconstitutionality 


Wasbington, June 28.—An akgolute 
deadiock on the meat laspection awend- 
ment to the agricultural appropriation 
bill was reported by Senetor Proctor 
to the senate iate yesterday, after three 
sessions of the conferees had been beld. 


Proctor said that the house conferees 
had declined to cousider any compro- 
mise on the subject of the payment of 
the cost of inspection by the packers. 

“The senate conferees offered to 
compromise,” be said, “upon a tax of S 
cents a bead on cattle and 3 cepts on 
hogs, sbeep and goats, to be collected 
aud covered into the treasury the same 
as apy other revenue.” He then read 
the compromise proposition, showlng 
that the $8,000,000 appropriation pro- 
vided by the house would remain iu the 
bill and tbe cost of inspection would 
be paid therefrom. Ip reply to a ques- 
tion from Senator Hale, be stated that 
the tax would amount to about one-half 
of the appropriation. 

The third conference of the day bad 
been concluded a short time bi@pre 
Proctor made his statement. At that 
conference be offered the compromise 
proposition, which was met by the 
house conferees with the argument tbat 
it would be unconstitutional, on the 
ground that congress had no authority 
to levy a direct tax upon chattels. 

In making his statement Proctor said 
the conferees had agreed on practically 
all items, but that the house conferees 
had positively refused to consider any 
compromise. He then related the par- 
ticulars of the provision regarding tbe 
cost of inspection and added that the 
house provision should be accepted let- 
ter for letter. He said the effect of the 
position taken by the house would be to 
cause the failure of legislation and the 
general arrest of business. 

Responding to a question by Mr. Nel- 
son, Proctor said that nothing had been 
said regarding the date on canned 
meats. “We didn't reach it,” be said. 
“They insisted on their entire provi- 
sion; there was no chance for a compro- 
mise on anything.” 


Busy Day In Senate 

Washington, June 28.—The senate 
was ip open session for about 5% hours. 
The day was crowded witb business of 
importance, including a reply by Sena- 
tor Bailey to the recent attack upon 
him by the Cosmopolitan Magazine, the 
passage of the naturalizatiop bill, the 
continuance of Senator Lafollette’s ef- 
fort to pass his bill limiting the hours 
of service on railroad trains, the ac- 
ceptance of an almost complete report 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill 
and a speech by Senator Warren in sup- 
port of his resolution relative to the live 
stock industry. 

Senator Bailey denied all the allega- 
tions of the Cosmopolitan article at- 
tacking bimself, and beld W. R. Hearst 
responsible for the attack, saying that 
in all the six campaigns made by bim- 
self be had not spent as much money 
as Hearst had spent in one ward in the 
recent race at New York. 


Pipe Line Amendment Stays 

Washington, June 28.—The confer- 
ence on the railroad rate bill last night 
resulted in no agreement on that meas- 
sure. The discussion made it clear that 
the pass provision will bame certain 
classes of persons who may receive 
passes and exclude al] others. There is 
also ground for the prediction that the 
pipe line amendment will be reported 
exactly as it was in the last conference 
report; that is, the phrase “common 
carriers” will give place to the word 
“railroads.” The effect of this will be 
to permit pipe lines to transport the 
product owned by the owners of the 
pipe line. 


Agree on Pure Food Bill 

Washington, June 28.—The pure food 
bill was agreed upon by the conferees 
for the senate and bouse and was re- 
ported to the senate just before adjourn- 
ment. The house bill was taken asa 
basis of agreement and into this were 
grafted many of the Important sections 
of the senate measure, extending over 
three sessions of congress. The bill as 
agreed upon makes it a misdemeanor 
for any person to manufacture, sell, or 
offer for sale any article of food, drugs, 
medicines or liquors which is aduiter- 
ated or misbranded, or which contains 
any poisonous or deleterious substance. 


Genera! Deficiency Billi Passed 

Washington, June 28.—The general 
deficiency bill, the lasé of the big money 
measures, passed the house last even- 
ing with few changes in the text of the 
bill. Several items were inserted, due 
to late information of deficiencies in the 
departments, the net increase being 
about $500,000 over the bill as reported 
from the committee on appropriations. 
The house also passed the senate bill, 
providing for a lock-type canal. 


[May Adjourn This Week 

Washington, June 28.—Final ad- 
journment of this session of congress 
was a topic of general discussion at the 
White House. Speaker Cannon, who 
talked with the president, said that un- 
less some unforeseen snag was en- 
countered congress would conclude its 
labors by midnight of Saturday.

THAW NOT INSANE

Refuses to Answer Questions 
Despite Advice of His Counsel 
--Recent Movements of Thaw 
and White Being Investigated 


New York, June 28.—That Harry K. 
Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, is 
perfectly sane was the report made by 


the alienists retained by the district 
attorney's office to examine the pris- 
oner. This report was made after the 
physicians had spent au hour with 
Thaw, who, in defiance of the advice of 
his counsel, former Judge Olcott, re- 
fused to answer any question and de- 
clared that nothing sbort of actual force 
would compe! him to submit to a physi- 
cal examination. 

When the committee of physicians 
called upon the prisoner, Thaw said 
firmly, as the first member was iutro 
duced to bim by Dr. Hawilton, retained 
for the defense, “1 beg your pardon; | 
will answer uo questions whatever.” 

Then began d@ general conversation 
on trivial subjects with Drs. Flint aud 
Hamilton, Thaw deftly parieying any 
questions that bad any bearing on Lis 
mental or physical condition. Finding 
him obdurate, the doctors hurriedly 
summoned Mr. Olcott, but to bim Thaw 
vehemently reiterated his 
tion to answer bo questions. 

“You can put it down to the condition 
of wy feelings, if you will,” said Thaw 
“My nerves are unstrung, the tension 
is great. I will not be examined today.” 
Pressed for a clearer explanation of his 
refusal, he suid: “I have'nt any; I 
have none at all. Put it down to ob- 
atinacy, if you wish.” 

Thaw had promised Olcott before the 
examiners met to submit to examina- 
tion. “This refusal will hurt you,” 
Olcott is said to have pleaded. “I don't 
care,” replied Thaw. Nothing but 
absolute force will get me to allow my 
self to be examined or to say anything 
today. I think I first ought to talk with 
Dr. Hamilton and then have a talk with 
Mr. Delafield. Later I will tell you 
whether I will talk with the committee

Mr. Olcott said later that he was un- 
able to account for Thaw’s attitude and 
that he could only attribute it to unac- 
countable obstinacy. As his counsel, 
he said, he had no objection to Thaw’'s 
answering any of the questions ad- 
dressed to Lim by the physicians. 

After the alienists had departed Mrs. 
Thaw Was permitted to see ber husband 
for the first time since his arrest. She 
came to the Tombs in a carriage, accom 
panied by her husband's brother, Josiah 
Cc. Thaw. The meeting between bhus- 
band and wife was affectionate, and 
they remained together talking in an 
undertove for nearly an hour. 
also received a visit from his sister, 
Mrs. George C. Carnegie, and Clifford 
W. Hartridge of Pittsburg. 

Before visiting the Tombs Mrs. Thaw 
had a lovg conference “with Messrs. 
Olcott and Delafield, at which it is be- 
lieved that the line of defense was dis- 
cussed and the intention to interpose a 
plea of insanity was confirmed. 

The district attorney's office will 
prosecute a most searching investiga- 
tion of the babits and movements of 
Thaw avd White during a period of 
several weeks previous to the tragedy. 

Not less than 20 witnesses were ex- 
amined in connection with the case by 
the district attorney's office yesterday. 
It was announced that Mr. Garvan, 
who Is preparing the case against Thaw, 
has discovered a witness who alleged 
that he overheard White make deroga- 
tory remarks concerning Mrs. Thaw 
while in the Cafe Martin a few hours 
before he was shot. According to the 
witness, he heard the remarks of White, 
who was seated two or three 
away and evidently was net whisper- 
ing. At that time Mr. and Mrs. Thaw 
were in the cafe dining. 

In the course of the investigations as 
to Thaw's recent movements, in the 
search for immediate motive for the 
killing of White, it was learned that 
Thaw sailed for Europe on April 24 
last on the Kaiser Wilhelm II, after a 
stormy scepe with his wife, and with 
the avowed purpose of never returning 
to her.

It com- 
mands a superb view, though but lit- 
te more than halfway to the summit.

It is from this great height that one 
best appreciates the topography of 
southern California. The beautiful San 
Gabriel valley is nearest the mountain 
range on the south. It Is dotted with 
villages and checked with orchards and 
pastures, gardens and grain fields, all 
watered by artificial means during the 
long rainiess summer from water 
stored In mountain reservoirs or drawn 
from wells and living springs in the 
rock. Beyond the strip of ocean that 
looks Ike a sheet of fire the island of 


enty miles away. Still farther off to 
the southwest rises the abrupt and 
rocky island known as Santa Barbara, 
a hundred miles away. 

The valley of San Gabriel is the rich- 
est In all southern California. Its 
course is east and west, and it is prin- 
cipally in this narrow area that the 
wealth of oranges, lemons, olives, 
ralsins and other fruits of the state 
south of Tehachapi! are produced. To 
the eastward are Colton, Riverside and 
San Bernardino, fifty miles away. To 


also fifty miles distant. The sierra of 
Santa Ana stands boldly the 
city, and still farther to the southeast 
is the high San Jacinto range of San 
Diego county. The eastern slope of the 
a series of 
gigantic precipices, rising 10,000 feet 
in five miles. The presence of this high 
barrier is in part responsible for the 
hot, dry desert that lies behind It. 
Looking to the east and north from 
Mount Lowe the eye falls upon innu

like haycocks in a fertile meadow, so 
thickly do they stand. Pine and fir 
trees project above the chaparral, and 
in these forests once were deer and elk 
and formidable grizzlies and mountain 
lions. The smaller game fs still abun- 
dant, but the larger sizes have moved 
to less civilized parts or fallen beneath 
the fine alm of the hunter. Beyond 
the range to the eastward is the 


attempts to live except a few engaged 
in mining and those whom the rail- 
roads require to keep their tracks in or- 
der and station tanks filled with water. 

The return to the valley includes the 
eight mile coasting ride down the 
railroad over high trestles that span 
deep canyons and around the sharp 
turns of the mountain buttresses, then 
the drop down the 3,000 foot Incline. 
Whe warmth of the valley is welcomed, 
indeed, as you shake off the chill of the 
high mountain. 

In December, 1905, a fire swept up 
the slope of Mount Lowe, burning the 
chaparral and many of the railway 
trestles and bulldings, tncluding the 
costly power house at the top of the 
great incline on Echo mountain, The 
new cable was saved by chopping it 
in two and allowing it to slide down 
into Rublo canyon.

A FISH HOOK. 


The One You Should Buy and 
Test You Should Try. 

The most common flaw is the temper 
of the hook. Some books are brittle 
and break easily. There are other 
hooks still that bend, aud bend so easi- 
ly that they “straighten” on every big 
fish, and yet other books thet bend, but 
bend so bard the* « big fish never 
fieyes.** ., .ud they only straighten 

.u come away when the full tension 
of the line is laid upon them if caught 
on a tough snag or tree bough. These 
last are the hooks to buy—if you can 
find them—and the hard breaking 
hooks classifies next in merit. Tests by 
the eye are quite useless, as so many 
hooks carry exactly the same tints io 
blue or black. Test the hook Instead 
by the hand, catching the point in a 
firm bit of wood and trying it out both 
by the hard, firm pull and by the jerk. 
Watch particularly in this trial for 
weakness at the foot of the barb, where 
the wire is apt to be attenuated over- 
much and the whole point give way 
on a strong fish, especially if hooked tn 
bone or very hard gristle. What vasty 
depths of angling profanity, in spirit 
if not In word, have been stirred in 
boat and on bank when the pointiess 
hook comes away from the hard played 
fish must be left to memory.—Outing 
Magazine. 


Telling Time by Flowers. 

“With a little time and labor it would 
be possible to construct a garden whose 
flowers would combine to make a first 
rate clock,” said the botanist. “It is 5 
&. m. when the sow thistle opens,” he 
continued. “It is 5:30 when the dande- 
lion opens. It Is 7 when the white lily 
opens, It is 8 when the hawkweed 
opens. At 11:12 a. m. the sow thistle 
closes. At noon precisely the yellow 
goats beard closes. At 2 p. m. the 
hawkweed closes. At 5 the white lily 
closes, The dandelion closes at 8 sharp. 
Bince Pliny’s time forty-six flowers 
have been known to open and shut 
with greet punctuality at certain hours 
of the day and night.”

Harvard Secures Victory In the 
Varsity Contest With Yale 


A HEART-BREAKING RACE 


Two Powerful Crews on Almost 
«Equal Terms Until Near the 
Finish, When Physique ot the 
Crimsons Told Against Blues 


New London, Conn., June 20.—Har- 
vard snatched a victory from Yale lo 
the great ‘varsity race on the Thames 
after a superb fight against the Blue 
and In spite of the depressing effect of 
the loss of the freshman and four- 


oared events earlier in the day. The 
officia) time was: Harvard, 23:02; Yale, 
23:11. 

The tremendous struggie of last year 
was reproduced yesterday afternoon 
with the victory for the other crew. 
Once again the great crowd of observerg 
saw 4 race that they will long remem- 
ber and they saw the Crimson win for 
the first time since 1899. 

To Captain Fiiley and to Coach Wray 
Harvard is offering the greatest ath- 
letic tributes that she has paid to any 
athletic heroes in over 12 years. Har- 
vard’ won aud this tells the whole story 
for Harvard. But Yale rowed a race 
that will live long in the annals of col- 
lege sports. Not once from the start 
of the race until the last 16th of a mile 
did the shells cease to lap each other 
and the prows to zigzag between the 
swings of 16 powerful backs. The two 
eights glared at each other from the 
corners of their eyes for over three 
miles and a half as first one coxswain 
and then the other called upon his crew 
for leg-drive and body swing to push 
bis shell ahead. 

The physical makeup of the Harvard 
boat put in the killing touches for Yale. 
The Yale coxswain called fora final 
spurt, but such men in the Yale boat as 
Boulton and Noyes, who possessed no 
such endurance as men like Filley and 
Bacon, did not have the strength to put 
any more power lato the stroke. They 
tried it, but their oars literally slipped 
away from them. Then Harvard for 
the first time began to open up clear 
water between the two sbells and in the 
last 10 or 15 strokes of the race Har- 
vard got most of ber lead. 

Noyes, Yale's No. 6, from exhaustion, 
began to miss the stream on the catch 
and swing his oar through the air. He 
sat up in bis seat until the flag dropped 
and then fell backwards luto the boat 
like a dead man. Chase, at No. 5, 
raised Noyes’ head up and dashed wa- 
ter on him. All the way down over the 
last mile and a quarter the Yale cox- 
swain had been throwing water into 
Boulton’s face and when Coxswain 
Barkalow finally yelled “vast,” Boul- 
ton fell forward on bis oars. 

Dick Morse, Yal®@s captain, sitting 
up like a bero, splashed water upon his 
men and called to them to ait up in the 
boat. He bad lost the race and the 
dearest prize of his college career, but 
he was game to the finish. 

Harvard's men, iu the lutoxication of 
their victory, did not stop when the 
flags fell, but rowed on under the 
drawbridge amid the din of yacht 
whistles, the boom of cannon and the 
shouts of thousands of tumultuous 
Cambridge men and sympathizers. 

Harvard won the race by less than 
two lengths anda half. While the 
crews had the tide with them, they had 
a brisk quartering wind which made 
fast time impossible. The record for 
the course !s 20:10, made by the Yale 
crew in 1888. 


At the crack of the referee's pistol 
the crews ripped their oars through the 
water and shot away from their stake- 
boats. Marvard,to the surprise of 
everyone, soon settied down to 82 
strokes to the minute, while the Yale 
crew, which had been rowing a 8U 
stroke at the most in practice, was 
rowing 34 strokes to the minute, but by 
the time the first half-mile fag was 
reached Yale had dropped her stroke 
down to 32, Harvard's gait. But even 
towing at this Harvard had gotten a 
little the better of Yale. 

Over tbe second half mile Yale grad- 
ually settled down Into her normal gait, 
which was 30, and as the Elis did this 
the Cambridge men let their stroke 
down to 81. The experience of Cap- 
tain Filley began to become conspicu- 
ous. He was watching bis rival, Boul- 
ton, and measuring bim with deadly 
alm. The two crews held this stroke 
from a short distance after the first 
half-mile fag bad been passed almost 
to the two-mile flag. When the Elis 
tettled down to their normal gait their 
thell traveled better and they not only 
cut down Harvard's slight lead, but 
gained two seconds on Harvard. Yale, 
however, held this slight advantage for 
only a short distance. Harvard put 
on her steam and tbe boats finished 
the mile and a half on even terms, 

Yale’s effort, however, began to teil 
on her men just before the end of the 
first two miles and Boulton dropped 
the stroke back to 20. When Filley saw 
this he quickly put bis stroke up to 32 
end at the navy yard he once more had 
bis crew in the lead. Yale put ber 
stroke back to 30 and held it over the 
third mile. As soon as Filley had 
taken the lead away from Yale he let 
his stroke down to 30 and at this gait 
both crews passed the 2%-mile flag and 
the three-mile flag. 


Half a mile from 
the finish Yale had dropped her stroke 
down to 28 to the minute from sheer 
} exhaustion, while Harvard still beld 
bers at 30. But even at this point Har- 
vard only had a second to ber credit. 

For a quarter of a mile further Yale 
prevented Harvard from increasing 
ber lead, but over the next and last 
quarter of a mile Harvard began to 
slip away from her rival, little by little. 
A quarter of a mile from the finish 
Boulton raised his stroke to 32, where he 
gamely beid it for a short distance as 
Harvard raised hers, first to 31, then to 
82, and fiually to 33.

Salem, N. H., June 29.—The opening 
day at Rockingham park, the new race 
track here, drew a crowd of over 12, 
followers of racing to this place.

the country, is owned by the New Eng- 
land Breeders’ club. 

Considerable interest had been mani- 
fested in the matter of betting at the 
track. There had been a crusade on the 
part of a number of New Hampshire 
people against betting at the track and 
it was announced both by New Hamp- 
shire officials and the management of 
the track that betting would not be al- 
lowed. Ip addition there were posted 
in prominent places throughout the en- 
closure notices quoting the New Hamp- 
shire statute forbidding betting. 

Notwithstanding the crusade or the 
notices, a number of bookmakers were 
at Rockingham park aud carried on 
their business. None of them would 
accept bets from persons with whom 
they were not acquainted.

There were six races 
on the card yesterday, the principal 
event being the New England band!- 
cap, valued at $5000, of which $3875 
went to the winner. The stake was 
eaptured by Lotus Eater, who tralled 
behind the leaders until the half was 
reached, when he overtook Tongorder, 
who had led, increased his lead on the 
straightaway and finished in a gallop.

Disracii's Retirement. 

In 1876 Mr. Disraeli was raised by 
the queen to the peerage under the 
title of Lord Beaconsfield, and he left 
the house of commons before the news 
of his elevation to the house of lords 
had been made public. His withdraw- 
al from the stage where he had played 
so long the leading part in a manner 
obviously devised to avold any sort of 
ovation was in accordance with the 
which characterized the re- 
maining years of his life after the de- 
feat of the Conservatives, when the 
general election of 1880, in consequence 
of the Midlothian campaign, had ter- 
minated his public career. No appll- 
cant for his opinions on any subject 
ever received a postal card from Lord 
Beaconsfield. No speech was ever 
made by him at railway stations. He 
died in 1881 as he had lived—alone, a 
stranger amid a strange people. After 
his death his memory became to Eng- 
lish Conservatives an object of almost 
sentimental affection; to English Radi- 
cals it remained an object of never 
failing animosity. But to Englishmen 
of all politics, to Conservatives and 
Liberals alike, his life continues to be 
a constant puzzle, an unsolved enigma. 
—London Standard. 


An African Sea Serpent Story.

First-class matter is now yielding 
nearly $140,000,000 a year; it almost 
supports the postoffice, and yet the ex 
penses which it entails on the establish 
ment are hardly half the total by any 
known staudard of comparison. 
ond-class matter pays about $6,000,000 
In weight, which governs the payments 
to the railroads for conveyance, the 
cost entailed by the first-class matter 
is a trifling fraction of the whole 

In expenses of sorting ard distribu 
tlon, in which the number of pieces 
counts rather than their weight, 
first-class matter involves no expeuse 
commensurate with its returns. In es 
sential theory, our postoffice makes the 
letters and postal cards pay for the 
conveyance of the newspapers aud 
magazines, and the extent to which the 
former falls short is met by general 
taxation.

But there are certain obstacles in the 
way of the immediate realization of 
Heaton’s plan. Our postofiice is ex 
ceedingly conservative regarding any 
reductions in receipts. It would rather 
earn a little more money than a little 
less.

Bogus Naval Officer Hoodwinked 
the Citizens of Salem 


‘for nearly two weeks as a naval officer, 
! Jobn M. Shew, a walter in a Boston 
restaurant, wae arrested bere last night,

naval officer. 

Twelve days ago Shew came here.

given on board the battleship Missouri 

at Marblehead tonight. 

On Wednesday Lieutenant Scott, at- 
tached to the Missouri, came here and 
his attention was called to “Cape 
heart.” After returning to the Charles- 
town navy yard and making inquiries 
there Scott notified the proprietor of the 
Essex house that “Capeheart” was an 

|imposter. The letter was received last 
| night and “Capeheart” was confronted 
with it just at the conclusion of a din- 
ner he had given toa number of Salem 
| people. 

The man confessed his true identity 
| to the police. During his stay here he 
| has appeared frequently in naval uni- 
| form. When arrested, Shew had but 
| 80 cents in his pockets. He said that 

he intended to leave the city today.

In the Senate there were attempts to] 7 


increase the amounts allowed for publc 
buildings in some cities and towns but 
all were unsuccessful and the appro- 
priation bill as passed by the House was 
adopted and sent to the President. 

The bill appropriates $80,000 for a 
Federal building on Washington street, 
Quincy, at the corner of Maple street 
and directly opposite the Thomas Crane 
Public Library. The land has already 
been purchased at a cost of $12,000.

|Theobold 
Held 


Z. A. French 
Able to Testify 
And Expected 
To Recover 


The case of Charles Theobold, janitor 

of the Sumner high school at Holbrook, 
for assault with intent to murder Zenas 
A. French on June 10, was heard before 
Jadge Avery at Quincy this morning. 
” The witnessess sworn were Dr. Frank 
lin H. Merriman, Dr. K. B. Winslow, 
Zenas A, French, Mrs. French, Mr. J. 
W. Hayden, E. W. Austin and Chief of 
Police Crooker. 

Mr. French and the two physicans 
and Chief Crooker were the only wit- 
nesses heard. 

The physicians described in detail the 
wounds on Mr. French's head. They 
said there were eight in all upon the 
head and back of the neck, varying from 
one-fourth inch in length to three 
inches. Some of the wounds had pene- 
trated the outer wall of the skull. That 
considerable force must have been used 
to cause the wounds. 

The physicians thought Mr, French 
would have no relapse and that he would 
recover. 

Mr. French, the victim, said he had 
known Theobald for 50 years. He was 
the janitor of the Sumner High school. 
Witness was secretary of the School 
Committee. 

Oo the morning in question, Theo~ 
baid came to the barn where witness 
was to see about a bill. Witness said 
he went into the house aud got the 
bill. Coming back to the barn he 
handed it to Theobald sayiog: 

**Here is your bill.” 

**Is it signed,’’ asked Theobold. 

* No." 

‘Why not." 

‘Because I do not 
legitimate bil. 

That was the last he remembered. 

There was a bill book on the seat of a 
sleigh near where Theobold stood. 

Witness said that he was 63 years of 
age and that the bill was for about $15. 

Chief Crooker testified to finding the 
' bill book on the barn floor in a pool of 
| blood and to the arrest of Theobold. 

The court held Theobold in $10,000 
bonds for the grand jury.

the matter just passed relating to tbe 
call firemen of our city who have had 
to undergo an unjast treatment at the 
hands of some one unacquainted with 
the rules pertaining to removals of fire- 
men of cities. 

By no means do I callit justice to 
the people to disregard the efficiency of 
a department that requires such nerve 
aod heroism and experience us does the 
fire department of a city, and cast aside 
men of experience and reliability and 
appoint men of no experience and un- 
reliability. 

I, amongst others were so used. We 
were not green horses at the business 
by any means, having served several 
years under Chief Williams, continu- 
ously, whom, let me say, would not tol- 
erate a poor firemen if he found him in 
action as such. 

Previous to the termination of Chief 
Williams, acting as head of the Fire 
department, we had a department of 
very efficient firemen. They were alert 
at all times, knowing they had a jman 
behind them who insisted that they do 
their duty. 

We have now at the present day, 
after such a scene bas just passed, the 
same men as were in good standing at 
the commencement of the present year, 
and I hope the present and succeeding 
officials will cease to pul! the political 
string into a department that calls for 
good sound nervy fire fighters such as 
Quincy has had for past years. 

Being a member of the department 
for six years, I have yetto be ap- 
proached ina political way as regards 
the saying (*‘Do what you can for us’’) 

with the exception of one instance, 
by a mao whom the citizens expected 
much of this present year. This state- 
ment I make in regard to politics in 
the Fire Department of Quincy, which 
was free from it until it was about to 
be exposed by the recent action brought 
by myself and others.
